NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENTEVENTS 

Acceptance by Japan Makes 
Way Clear for the Confer- 
ence in Washington 

SILESIA CRISIS PASSING 


France and Britain Reach Agreement 
and Germany Is Warned — Hard- 
ing’s Plan for Financial Relief 
of Railroads, Farmers and 
Cattle Raisers. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

With a mlml not yet quite at ease 
In the matter, Japan has sent word 
that she will accept President Hard- 
Inn’s Invitation to the Washington 
eonferenee to discuss llndtation of 
armaments nnd questions of the I’u- 
cltie and the Far East. Hut this is to 
be with certain reservations. These 
are expressed In the closing pnrt of 
Tokyo’s latest note to Washington, 
which reads : 

"The Japanese government have 
been made aware through the com- 
munications and the published state- 
ment of 1 the American government und 
♦ »,« conversations between the secre- 
y of state und ilnron Shldelinra 
At the proposition of the Amerlcnn 
vemment to discuss the Pacific and 
i ar Eastern problems Is bnsed on the 
close hearing they may have on the 
question of limitation of armaments, 
which Is the original and prlneipaPnlm 
of the eonferenee, and that, therefore, 
the mala object of discussing these 
problems Is to reach a common under- 
standing In regard to general princi- 
ples and policies In the Pacific nnd Far 

East 

"In order to Insure the success of 
the conference, the Jupnnese govern- 
ment deem It advisable that the 
ugendn thereof should he arranged In 
neeordunee with the mnln object of the 
discussions as above defined, and that 
Introduction therein of problems such 
as are of side concern to certain par- 
ticular powers, or such matters as 
may be regarded accomplished facts, 
should be scrupulously avoided.” 

Of course, amoug what Japan con- 
siders "accomplished facts" are the 
cession of Shantung to Japan and the 
Yup mandate. Hut our State depart- 
ment Is confident the Japanese can be 
satisfied In the drawing up of the 
agenda fur the conference, und there- 
fore Is now preparing the formal In- 
vitations to the powers. 

There Is a chance thut some of the 
British dominions, which consider 
themselves full-fledged nations In most 
respects, will kick up a little trouble 
because the British empire Is to lie 
represented as a unit, with only one 
vote. Australia ulrendy Is walling that 
she Is entitled to a vote us a nation 
mi the Pacific problems. Probably 
New Zealand, anil possibly Canada, 
feel the same way. Bene Vivian! and 
Albert Summit, minister of colonies, 
ire to represent France at the con- 
ference; and Premier Brland also may 
pome. 

No decided opposition to holding the 
ponference in Washington bus devel- 
qied, hut th%- date of Its o|ienlng re- 
mains to he settled. The United States 
tentatively mentioned November 11. 
Armistice day. because It would he 
sentimentally suitable, hut again the 
Itrlttsh dominions protest. Many of 
Vhelr legislative bodies are In session 
luring the full months, und us their 
premiers wish to he present at the 
conference, they are urging that a 
later date he selected for Its assem- 
bling. It may be they cun he satisfied 
av preliminary informal consultations 
between Pacific powers which will en- 
able them w> put their views on rec- 
ord. 

Through mutual concessions — 
.'’ranee yielding the most — Great Brlt- 
tln and Fraice have reached an un- 
lerstandtng on the Upper Slieslan 
question, and the threatened break In 
die entente will not occur Just yet. 
itiybow. France abandoned her In- 
lent lou of sending immediate rein- 


forcements to the Silesian gnrrtson 
and agreed to u meeting of the Inter- 
allied supreme council In Purls Au- 
gust 4. But she insisted the cjuestlon 
of strengthening the allied forces In 
the region must first he settled, nnd 
also warned the British that any hos- 
tile act against the French troops or 
the Boles In the disputed area would 
result In the Immediate occupation of 
the Ruhr basin, regardless of allied 
action. 

Premier Lloyd George, on his part, 
consented to a meeting of experts to 
examine into the Silesian problem, nnd 
nlso conciliated the French by giving 
the German government n sharp re- 
lmff. When France was preparing to 
send more troops to Silesia, she asked 
the Germans to supply the transpor- 
tation. Berlin sent a note to London, 
asking If the British indorsed this 
demand. To this Downing street re- 
plied curtly that It was an Interallied 
affair and not discussible with outsid- 
ers. British Ambassador Lord D’Aber- 
non In Berlin also told the Germans 
that If' the French or Poles were at- 
tacked the British would help In the 
occupation of the Ruhr basin. 

For some time there have been ru- 
mors that former Emperor Charles 
was planning another coup to regnln 
the throne of Hungary. Last week 
Roumanta, Jtigo-Slavln and Czecho- 
slovakia signed a treaty providing for 
a declaration of war against Hungary 
If Charles should return. It Is offi- 
cially announced In Madrid that ne- 
gotiations are under way for giving 
the ex-emperor and his family asylum 
In Spain. The consent of the other 
powers Is necessary. 

Having destroyed a considerable 
pnrt of the Turkish nationalist army 
and advanced so fur that even Angora, 
the nationalist capital. Is threatened, 
the Greeks are restoring their lines of 
communication and preparing for the 
second phase of the offensive. Gen- 
eral Pnpoulns, their commnnder-ln- 
chlef on the Smyrna front, says : “We 
are not going to let up on Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha until we have so coin- 
| pletely dissolved his forces that he will 
never again be able to put an army 
in the field.” Apparently Kemal re- 
alizes that he Is being thoroughly 
whipped, for he has appealed to the 
government ut Constantinople to In- 
tervene and stop the warfare. How 
this can be done Is not clear. Kemnl's 
own government Is said to he aban- 
doning Angora and transferring its 
archives to Slvns. 

Evidently Kemal has not been re- 
ceiving the aid lie expected from the 
Russian holshevlsts. Lenin and 
Trotzky and their soviet crew are 
themselves in hard straits due to the 
rapid spread of famine and cholera 
in Russia. They have uploaded loud- 
ly for help, hut the governments they 
have so long tlouted are deaf to their 
calls. Even the United States, ul- 
ways generous in response to the wails 
of the suffering, has jold the soviet 
government, through a note from Sec- 
retary Hoover, that any relief meas- 
ures would depend largely on the 
treatment of tin* Americans held pris- 
oners by the holshevlsts. This wus re- 
enforeed by a note from the State de- 
partment formally and curtly demand- 
ing the release of those prisoners, und 
the soviet rulers already had been told 
there would he no consideration of 
closer relations with ltusslu until the 
Americans were set free. 

The distress In Russia is such that 
Trotzkj has been given dictatorial 
powers to handle the situation, und 
all government projects except those 
for relief have been suspended. 

— 

The Irish affair Is still in status quo, 
: De Valera und the Sinn Fein cabinet 
have been studying Lloyd George’s of- 
fer, hut huve let it he known that It 
, cannot be accepted until the British 
have released the Imprisoned members 
of Dali Eireann so thut parliuinent can 
have a full meeting to discuss the 
plan. The British government Is wtll- 
I lug to free these men If De Valera 
will make the request, hut the Sine 
Felners feel that for him to do tbU 
would t>e in effect a recognition of tke 
government's right to Imprison rejX’e- 
sentatlves of Ireland. Lord High 
Chancellor Birkenhead In u speeck In 
the bouse of lords, asked that parlia- 
ment and the country have patio 


with the trouble De Valera and his 
colleagues may he having In Dublin 
to reach n decision, and Intimated the 
negotiations may coutlnue several 
weeks. 

A recent rumor conceiving Lloyd 
George’s plnn Is thut Tf provides for 
two senates In Ireland, one for Ul- 
ster nnd one for the rest of the Island, 
each mannglng Its own affaire but sub- 
ject to an Irish pnrlinment In Dublia 
in which the members of the lower 
house shall he elected on a populai 
representation basis and the upper 
house shall have equal numbers from 
the two provinces. 

President Harding and Director Gen- 
eral Davis of the railroad administra- 
tion having worked out n plan f^r the 
relief of the railroads, the President 
lust week presented «lt to congress In 
n message and asked for legislative 
action. Briefly, he urged that the War 
Finance corporation be permitted by 
congress to purchase about $500,000,- 
000 of securities deposited with the 
railroad administration as evidence ef 
the railroad debts to the government, 
the railroad administration then to ap- 
ply the purchase price against claims 
which the roads have against the gov- 
ernment, thus giving the ronds funds 
that they greatly need. “There, Is no 
thought to ask congress for additional 
funds,” said Mr. Harding. “No added 
expense, no Investment Is required on 
the part of the government; there is 
no added liability, no added tax bur- 
den.” i 

Less definite was the part of the 
message asking congress to approve 
assistance to farmers and cattle men. 
But his plnn here, too, rests on added 
authority for the War Finance cor- 
poration, and later Senator Kellogg 
Introduced the administration bill pro- 
viding that whenever the corporation 
Is of the opinion that conditions aris- 
ing out of the war have resulted in 
an uhnormal surplus accumulation of 
any staple agricultural product, which 
Is normally exported In substantial 
quantity, nnd that the ordinary hank- 
ing facilities are inadequate to carry 
such products until they can be ex- 
ported, advances may he made for 
periods not exceeding one yeur and 
up to $1,000,000,000. 

Either the public health service has 
been receiving u lot of false Informa- 
tion, or the public officials of southern 
states refuse to admit the truth. Re- 
cently Surgeon General Cummings re- 
ceived reports that the South Is threat- 
ened with nn epidemic of pellagra and 
a resulting semi-famine, nnd thereup- 
on President Harding called on the 
public health service and the Amerl- 
cnn Red Cross to Investigate at once, 
and devise measures of relief. It was 
said the low price of cotton, with re- 
sulting shortage of money, was to 
blame. The two agencies got busy at 
once, nnd at the same time In came 
the protests of the southern states. In 
all cases the state health officials took 
Issue with the reports of the public 
health service, most of them denying 
vigorously that there was any increase 
of pellagra and all denying that the 
situation was serious or that u semi- 
famine threatened. 

The Illinois scundul, or comedy— 
whichever way you look ut It— had an 
amazing development when Governor 
Small. Indicted for embezzlement of 
state funds, decided that he was |p»- 
mune to arrest during his term in of- 
flee and considered the culling out of 
state troops to protect himself. Ills 
luwyers. appearing before Judge Smith 
of Springfield us “amid curiue,” ad- 
vised the court that the governor was 
Immune, ridiculously basing their as- 
sertion on the old maxim hat “the 
king can do no wrong.” The Judge 
humored tlielr solemn dignity with u 
long and erudite opinion, In which he 
completely riddled their position, 
turned their authorities against them- 
selves and made It quite ch-ur that 
In Ills view these friends of the court 
were offering decidedly unfriendly ud- 
vlre. He ruled tint the governor, like 
any other man. was not immune to ar- 
rest and prosecatlon for crime, and 
ordered the sheriff to take him Into 
custody after giving him reasonable 
time to surrender. At this writing 
Mr. Small is still at large, conferring 
with his political frienda. presumably 
trrlng to bsd some way out of the dl-

Rems of Interest From Ml

Fire originating In a hay barn from 
■pontaneous combustion, totally de- 
stroyed the farm buildings of Charles 
Roy In West Barnet, Vt., causing a 
loss cf 120,000. All farming tools, 
stork In barns and 125 tons of hay 
were burned. 

Mrs. Ellen M. Furfey of Brookline. 
Mass., was crushed to death when 
the light sedan car in which she 
was riding with her son. Dr. Fred F. 
Furfey collided with another sedan, 
driven by Mrs. Florence E. Busch of 
Allston, Mass. 

After telling Judge Cook that he 
sold "real stuff” for one dollar a half 
pint, N thnn Slavltsky, of Fall River, 
Mass., who was charged with vio- 
lating the liquor law, was sentenced 
to sixty days In the house or cor- 
rection u.d to pay a fine of T .00. 

Near North Adams, Mass., n cow 
was found dead from eating mash, 
used in making moonshine whiskey. 
Its "body was bloated almost twice 
normal size. Two other cows of a herd 
of 14, Which had also partaken of the 
mash, found in a broken barrel, were 
very sick. 

Anticipating a shortage of seasoned 
hay In the fall, the Bangor, Me., hay 
market has advanc the price of 
pressed hay from $32 to $34. Ernest 
Sylvester, manager of the Bangor Hay 
Market predicted that pressed hay 
would sell for $38 or $40 a ton after 
pressing time. 

Thomas Powers, 55 years old, of 
Worceter, Mass., a city employe, 
had a narrow escape from death at 
Pine Hill dam, when a stone weigh- 
ing two tons rolled 200 feet down the 
hillside anu struck him on the right 
leg. breaking it and knocking him 
heels over head 15 or 20 feet. 

Two persons were killed and 19 
overcome by the heat last Tuesday 
In Boston, making a total ol four 
deaths and 26 prostrations within 48 
hours. The torrid weather caused 
the State House and City Hall to be 
closed early and greatly reduced the 
crowds of shoppers on the streets. 

About 700 students at the Harvard 
iuminer school attended a conference 
of the Progressive Education Asso- 
ciation in the New Lecture Hall, 
Cambridge, and heard three speakers 
declare that teachers should inspire 
a desire for learning rather than 
drive their charges toward a given 
goal. 

President E. J. Pearson, of the 
New York, New Haven £ Hartford 
railroad, says that a general reduc- 
tion In freight rates Is not contem- 
plated at the present time. The an- 
swer was In reply to questions as to 
whether his company would cut rates 
in order to cope with motor truck 
competition. 

Medical Examiner George B. Ma- 
grath of Boston announced that the 
autopsy he performed on the body of 
Albert T. Thompson, 64, head of a 
Temple place optical instruments 
concern, showed that he died of hy- 
drophobia. Mr. Thompson’s death, 
was the first in seven years in Boston 
to be caused by rabies. 

A campaign to stop the operation 
over Maine highways of loaded trucks 
of more than the legal weight of 
18,000 pounds has been inaugurated 
by the state highway department. It 
will be continued with a force of in- 
spectors in every section of the state 
under the provision of the new state 
law which went into effect July 9. 

A news item from Gloucester, Mass, 
says: Richard Croker, formerly Tam- 
many sachem and Mib. Croker are 
among the notables who are making 
Cape Ann their Summer home. This 
Is their first visit to Cape Ann and 
they like the place very fnuch and 
say that they intend to remain dur- 
ing th j Summer. Mr. Croker 1 h seek- 
ing rort and freedom front Intrusion. 

Near Alburgs, Vt„ after a running 
gun fight with prohibiton officers, two 
alleged rum runners who had failed to 
stop when ordered to do so aban- 
doned their automobile, took to the 
woods and escaped. The car, contain- 
ing two hundred bottles of beer, was 
seized. When the occupant, fulled to 
stop the officers fired and gave chase 
An exchange of shots followed and 
the men fled.

R ACIAL composition of the popu- 
lation of the United Stutes In 
1020, os announced by the census bu- 
reau, shows 04,822,431 white persons, 
10,403,013 negroes, 242,0. r >0 Indians, 
lll,02. r j Japanese, 01,080 Chinese and 
9,485 others. The Japanese race ex- 
ceeded the rate of growth In the last 
ten years of all other classes. 

Unofficial estimates of the increase 
In Japanese in the United States, par- 
ticularly on the Pacific coast, were 
home out In the official tabulation 
which revealed a rate of expansion of 
58.9 per cent. California absorbed 
30,590 of the growth of 38,868 Japa- 
nese.

Runway Is Easily Put Together 
and It Will Pay for Itself 
In Very Short Time.

MACHINE QUICKLY ELEVATED 

Inconvenience of Crawling Under, 
neath Automobile Is Done Away 
With and Work Done With 
Minimum Amount of Labor. 

When trouble occurs either with the 
jndcr side of the automobile motor, or 
Ihe rear end of the car, it Is some- 
niiat Inconvenient to work without a 
pit. 

To partially overcome this condi- 
tion a garnge man built a sort of run- 
way, as lllust rated, by which the end 
of n car could he quickly elevated 
about two feet off the floor, thus al- 
lowing fnlrly easy access to the parts.

CARELESSNESS WILL 
LESSEN TIRE’S LIFE 

Motorists Continue to Disregard 
Simple Rules. 


| Underinflation, Scraping Along Curb 

Stones and Bumping Into Curbs 
and Obstructions Art Among 
Common Abuses. 

Tiros linvo Improved so much In qual- 
ity In recent years thnt even when 
nlnisod a good tire gives such a good 
mileage thnt the motorist Is usually 
satisfied that he got his money’s 
worth. 

But motorists continue to show dis- 
regard for n few simple rules, and 
their carelessness greatly Increases 
their tire hills. The three ways In 
which this carelessness manifests It- 
self eldelly .are underlnflatlon, scrui>- 
Ing along curb stones and bumping 
Into curbs and obstructions, accord- 
ing to the observations of the service 
department of one of the largest tire 
companies. 

Improper Inflation eosts more than 
all other faults put together. By the 
simple expedient of taking the trouble 
once a week to make sure that each 
tire Is sufficiently Inflated, a car 
owner will add amazingly to the mile- 
age he gets from his llres.' 

Under Ibis head It Is well to repeat 
the old admonition the tires should lie 
pumped to the same figure in summer 
as In winter. The expansion of the utr 
In the tires In hot weather Is so In- 
finitesimal that It should be entirely 
disregarded, and the tire pumped up 
to the prescribed figure. 

Scraping along a curb Is nn exceed- 
ingly common form of tin* abuse. An 
evidence of the commonness of this 
practice may he found by nothing the 
number of tires tlint nre peeled or 
scraped on the outer side of the tire 
while the Inner side is In perfect con- 
dition. 

Bumping n tire Into a curb, particu- 
larly when undcrinflntcd, Is one of the 
most serious forms of mistreatment, 
for It causes breaks In a fabric founda- 
tion which quickly bring Ihe (ire’s use- 
fulness to an end.

This Is undoubtedly the moRt 
wonderful example of architecture In 
the world.

The Vatican at Home. No building

One mo- 
ment's look through that magnificent 
Instrument would show you a new 
universe which before It was built 
bad never been seen. It Is one of the 
scientific wonder spots of the world. 

Shakespeare's home at Stratford. It 
was here that tin* master of all writers 
retired after ho had finished the great- 
est contribution to literature ever 
written In any language or by any 
.man. It Is nn inspiration to stand 
where lie bad once stood, to see some 
of the material things that were once 
his companions. 

The Pnnamu canal. Undoubtedly 
the greatest example of man's engi- 
neering genius since the world began. 


| There may have been greater difficul- 
ties to surmount In the building of 
the pyramids but they nre useless 
things, not so wonderful now as a 
modern city skyscraper.

All five of these things nre the ac- 
complishments of the brain of man. 
Added to them the traveler nround the 
world would wish to see those other 
and greater things that man has never 
equaled : The falls nt Niagara, the 
Grand canyon, the mighty trees of 
California, the great tides of Fundy, 
the caverns nt Luray, the mountain- 
ous monuments of God In the Alps 
and the HlmUnyns, the supreme 
beauty of Lake Louise or the Bay of 
Naples. 

To the traveler there Is given the 
great privilege of seeing with his own 
eyes but even If you ennnot travel, 
the beauties and the wonders of the 
world nre not denied you.

"Enter 
the captain of the rabble with 
his black guard nt his heels," 
nnd Fuller likewise spoke of the 
"devil’s black guard" In the Cru- 
sndes ns meaning the number 
of thieves, debtors and runaway 
slaves who Joined In the Holy 
war.

Creamed Chicken In Crown of Rice. 

For a crown mold holding one pint 
of material, wusli a scunt cupful of 
rice and cook In one quart of chicken 
broth, In whole or part. Salt, using 
one-half teaspoonful. When done but- 
ter the mold und puck In the rice. Set 
the mold on several folds of paper In 
a dish of boiling water und let cool 
tint ij the filling Is ready. Melt one- 
fourth cupful of butter. In it cook 
one-fourth of n cupful of fiour, one- 
hulf tenspoonful each of suit d i>ep- 
j>er, a scant pint of liquid, broth or 
milk, one or both. Fill the center with 
the creuiued chicken und serve ut 


Sardine Hor* d’Oeuvre. 

Cut Boston brown breud Into 
rounds. Cut out a thin round one- 
elgbth of an Inch from the edge. Fill 
this open space between the two with 
sardines skinned und boned, seasoned 
with lemon Juice, salt and paprika 
and Worcestershire sauce mixed to- 
gether. Salt a slice of hanl-cooked 
egg at the center und a row of capers 
•round the edge. 

Coffee and Tapioca Trifle. 

Have ready two cupfuls of clear 
•trained coffee and one-half cupful of 
jK-uri tapioca. Cook the tapioca with 
the coffee until well done. When done 
add one-half cupful of sugar, u pinch 
of suit, turn Into glass cups and fin- 
ish when cvld with whipped sweetened 
cream. 

Green Peppers Stuffed With Mutton. 

Cold mutton chopped, some of the 
gravy or sauce with which It was 
•erved may be mixed with It, season- 
ing well and use as a stuffing for 
green peppers. Cut the peppers la 


halves or remove the tops; parboil 
for five minutes; drain and chill, then 
fill. Bake in a moderate oven bast- 
ing with broth occasionally.

CUT DOWN LOSSES BY FIRE 

Recommendations That 8hould Be 
Heeded by Every Dweller In 
City or Country. 

Rod all tall buildings, using stand- 
ard equipment and see that It la prop- 
erly Installed. Inspect every Inch of 
roddlng nt lenst onro a year. 

Put up "no smoking" signs about 
barns and outbuildings, and enforce 
them. 

Ventilate the barn, but also see that 
tight doors and windows are provided 
against the Invasion of sparks nnd 
blizzards. 

If you have nothing to fight fire 
with, get something If only a bunch of 
buckets. 

Do not put the well pump too dose 
to the bnm — you may need that water 
to save your property some night. 

Get non-freezing pumps. 

Know whore the ax Is, and hnve 
two ladders on band long enough to 
reach over the eaves of the tallest 
buildings. 

Talk over with the family Just whnt 
each Is to do In cuse of a fire In home, 
bnm or field. 

Keep oils out of the house and 
bnrns. 

"Stagger" your buildings with refer- 
ence to the prevailing winds. Do not 
let a fire in one building wipe out your 
entire place. 

Watch for spontaneous combustion 
In the barn. 

Cut the weeds and do not "bank up" 
the house with dead herbage. 

Keep matches In a inetnl box away 
from children, mice and ruts. 

Never leave nn outdoor fire for the 
night nor leave nn Indoor fire without 
safeguarding your home from fire. 

Do not stack crops close to build- 
ings nnd see tlint your rond from pike 
to house nnd bnrns Is In good shape. 

Conserve your water supply.

Grow Flowers With Vegetables. 

There Is no reason why flowers and 
vegetables should not be grown to- 
gq^her.

The 
scarlet runner bean, grown by the 
acre on the furrns of England, is most 
often used In America as a climbing 
vine around the house; In fact, there 
are many persons not aware the beans 
are good to eat. 

The Ideal garden Is one which com- 
bines flowers, vegetables and fruit 
Such a gurden should have a place on 
every furm and back of every sub- 
urban home. Oftentimes the vegetable 
plot can be surrounded with a border 
planted on two sides with small fruit 
like raspberries, currants, gooseberries 
and grapes, and on the other two sides 
with annual and perennial flowers.

600D MIXTURES FOR SOUPS 


Housekeeper Should Remember That 

Only Vegetables That Absorb 
Water and Cook at Equal 
Rates Can Be Combined. 

* <l’rrp!trcil by thr United Stntes Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Ih Various drltMl or evaporated vege- 

tables may be used In cookery In most 
* of the ways In which fresh materials 
ore employed. They may find their 
widest usefulness, however, in soup 
mixtures or In the preparation of the 
ever popular old-fashioned vegetable 
boiled dinner. Drying penults the 
serving of any favorite vegetable 
combination at any and all seasons of 
the year. 

For those who wish to make n vege- 
» table mixture that will have the max- 
imum food vnlue and at the same time 
he ns nearly as possible n complete or 
bnlnuced ration, the formulas used in 
making evaporated soup mixtures for 
the British armies may serve ns 
guides. One of these mixtures con- 
tains 20 per cent each of potatoes, 
turdlps and pens, 17 per cent each 
of carrots and beans, and 0 per cent 
of onions. In another, the coinliltm- 
. tlon Is 37 per cent of potatoes, 10 per 
cent each of carrots and turnips, 10 
f per cent each of onions and cabbage, 
and 2 , / £ per cent each of beans and 
pens. 

Differ From Prepared Product. 

The dried vegetable soup mixtures 
on sale differ principally from these 
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Cookstove Drier Will Dry Vegetables 
Quickly and Successfully, r 

formulas In having In most instances 
a larger percentage of potato, In the 
absence of beans and peas, and In 
haring various minor nddltlons, such 
as beets, celery, radishes and toma- 
toes. 

In making up combinations of dried 
vegetables, the housekeeper should re- 
member that the mixture must subse- 
quently be snaked and cooked as n 
unit, nnd only vegetables that absorb 
water and cook at approximately 
equal rates can be successfully com- 
bined In n dry condition. Such mate- 
rials as the root vegetables, cabbage, 
celery, tomntoes and onions behnve 
alike both In their absorption of water 
and in cooking, according to special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Any desired com- 
bination can be made from them. 

Y>rled corn and mature peas and 
beans absorb wuter very much more 
slowly nnd must be cooked from two 
to three times ns long ns materials In 
the list Just given. For this reason 
they cannot be mixed with other 
vegetables before soaking. Instead, 
they should he separated, soaked, and 
partly cooked. Then the other vege- 
tables desired In the mixture, after 
previous soaking, may be milled and 
the whole cooked until done. 

How to Dry Vegetables. 
Practically nil vegetables, after be- 
ing sliced or otherwise made ready 
for the drier, should be blanched from 
one to three minutes In boiling water 
or stpam before drying. They should 

• ) then be drained nnd spread In a very 
l thin layer on the shelves of the drier. 

From time to time the trays should 
be withdrawn and the contents care- 
fully stirred so the product will dry 
evenly. 

When thoroughly dry the product 
should he removed from the drier and 
*’ placed In a dark airy room free from 
Insects. Stir occasionally during the 
several days It Is left there to cure. 

* Then heat carefully again for a few 
minutes and store in tin cans, heavy 
pasteboard boxes, or para dined bags, 
flover tightly to exclude Insects and 
store In a room which Is warm and 
dry.

Drainage Pipa Should Be Cleaned by 

Flushing With Hot Water, and 
Keep Ice Compartment Well 
Filled at All Times. 

(Prepared by the Drilled States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Choose a well-made Ice chest ; It 
uses less Ice than one of poor construc- 
tion. It should keep n temperature of 
AO degrees Fahrenheit, or less, say spe- 
cialists In the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Test yours with 
a thermometer. 

Keep the Ice chest clean; wipe up 
anything spilled in it and, when nec- 
essary, wash It out with hot water, 
using two tnhlespoonfuls of washing 
soda to each gallon of water; rinse 
and dry thoroughly. Keep the drain- 
pipe dean by flushing with hot water 
nnd cleaning with a long-handled 
brush. Such cleanliness docs not pre- 
vent Ice from melting; it docs save 
food from spoiling. 

Keep the lee compartment well filled. 
This Is economy In the long run. I>o 
not cover the Ice with ice blankets, 
newspapers, or cloth. These prevent 
the Ice melting, hut make the lee 
chest less cool. Do not keep foods 
In the Ice compartment, ns the melt- 
ing of the lee is Increased every time 
the door Is opened. Do not open the 
ice chest doors unnecessarily. When 
one Is opened, cold air rushes out 
nnd warm nir rushes In. See that 
doors are closed tight nfter use, not 
left ajar. 

Select fairly thin dishes' for Ice- 
chest storage. Thick dishes take up 
nnd hold heat. Enameled ware ami 
ordinary glass nre better than heavy 
earthenware. Never put warm food 
or warm dishes Into the Ice hox. Chill 
drinking water and such foods as hut- 
ter, radishes, and olives by letting 
them stand In the ice chest rather 
than by serving them with chipped 
ice. 


GRAPE JUICE IS REFRESHING 


Excellent for Use in Hot Weather and 
aa Bate for Desserts It Cannot 
Be Excelled. 

Much grape Juice Is canned nt homo 
nowadays, for It makes one of the 
most refreshing drinks In hot wentlier, 
nnd ns a base for desserts It cannot 
be excelled. The following dessert 
recipes, using unfermented grape juice, 
have been suggested by the United 
Stutes Department of Agriculture: 

Grape Sherbet. 

Mix one pint of grape Juice, the 
luc-e of one lemon, nnd one heaping 
tenspoonful of gelatine dissolved in 
boiling wnter; freeze quickly; add the 
beaten egg white of one egg when al- 
most frozen. This quuntlty is suf- 
ficient for eight persons. 

Grape lee Cream. 

Mix one quart of grape Juice, one 
quart of cream, one pound of sugar 
and the Juice of one letnou. Freeze. 

Syllabub. 

Mix one quart of fresh cream, the 
whites of four eggs, one glass of grape 
Juice, and two cupfuls of powdered 
sugar. Whip half the sugar with the 
cream, the balance with the eggs; mix 
well; add the grape Juiee; pour over 
sweetener! strawberries and pineapples 
or oranges nnd bananas. Serve cool. 

Bohemian Cream. 

Mix one pint of thick cream nnd 
one pint of grupe-Julce Jelly; pour In- 
to small cups and set on Ice. Serve 
with Jody fingers. 


PORCH BOX TO SHIELD MILK 


Two Galvanized-lron Cases With Lay- 
er of Insulating Material la 
Satisfactory. 


If the day’s supply of milk Is de- 
livered very early in the morning, so 
that It stands on the porch for several 
hours before the family arises, a porch 
hox should be provided. A covered 
hox consisting of two galvunlzed-iron 
cases with a layer of insulating ma- 
terial is a good way to protect the 
milk from sun. tlies, prowling ani- 
mals, and dust blown from the street.

Every one of the shapes shown 
above appears with little variations 
with the arrival of spring or fall, one 
year after another. They are con- 
servative and mny be worn with assur- 
ance. The straw hat at tlie upper left 
Is one Interpretation of tlie French 
sailor which we have always with us. 
Some years its crown Is a little lower, 
or higher, its brim wider or narrower.

By slight but subtle va- 
riations of the crown lines It is made 
to be becoming to both slender nnd 
full faces; hell crowns for the slim, 
and straight crowns for the round ones.

Nothing could be lovelier than the 
white and silver evening dresses cre- 
ated for this summer. They are 
very straight of line nnd high of 
neck In the front, hut v.Jth the dec- 
olletnge cut extremely low ip the 
hack and standing away from the 
body In some mysterious way, so that 
while the front of the neck appears to 
lit rather snugly the hack Is loose. 

The dresses themselves are much 
like the continuously popular chemise, 
except that they nre drain'd slightly 
to the figure nt the sides.

Panels, loops or draperies that hang 
below the skirt give an effect of full- 
ness without actually widening the 
skirt, ns they also give the appear- 
ance of greater length, although In 
many Instances the length of the skirt 
hns not been increased. For fashion 
has quite definitely decided that skirts 
must he lengthened, nnd hns also made 
nn unsuccessful struggle to widen 
them. 

Luces lend themselves well to looped 
effects, although they bring us to ft 
slightly different sort of evening 
dress from the simple crepe de chine 
things. While the lines may he sim- 
llnr and the draping done in much the 
same way, the effect cannot fail to he 
dissimilar, because the fabrics are so 
unlike. 

There Is a tendency to react from 
tlie dyed lnees, although this does not 
mean that they are not used. Quan- 
tities of them still tire seen, hut they 
appear a hit garish beside tlie black- 
and-white combinations or the frocks 
In all white or entirely of Jet black 
lace. 

Spanish blond laces still nre In fre- 
quent demand. They make pleasing 
semi-evening dresses for midsummer, 
to he worn with transparent brown 
hats.

TUB SILK FROCK IS POPULAR 

Soft, Washable Fabric Among the Most 
Charming for Wear During 
the Summer. 


F ALL blouses have made their quiet 
entry, with very little in the wuy 
of style innovations to herald them, 
but with interesting new details in 
construction and trimming to invite at- 
tention. 

Designers have not introduced any 
startlingly new styles, but have con- 
centrated tiieir attention on making 
the best of these we already have — 
that Is the conservative tuck-in, the 
populur over-blouse with i>ep!um more 
or less long, and the tie-back styles. 
Georgette continues the most populur 
of materials with satin and crcpe-de- 
chlue gaining ground and the knitted 
silk blouses making good headway. 
Necks and sleeves are varied so that 
each woman may choose a becoming 
Hue. 'There are round. bout-shaiH*d 
aud “V” neck openings, ull of them, 
moderately high ; elbow sleeves, many 
of them bell-shaped, are preferred to 
long sleeves, and among the fancier 
blouse sleeves are abbreviated. 

For trimming there Is a revival of 
*M«ds in both the bugle aud seed va- 


rieties, used rejieatedly together. The. 
muke the most effective borders foi 
the edges of sleeves, ami peplums and 
stitchery of heavy embroidery silk Is 
ingeniously used with them some- i 
times as In the blouse of georgette , 
pictured above. Bugle and seed heads ; 
make the center of hands of stitchery, 
crossing the blouse at the front and 
extending up and down the sides. A 1 
sunburst of bugle : ml seed heads Is 
placed at the center of the front, on 
the shoulder ut each side and at the 
waist line. This kind of decorative 
work on fancy blouses is not difficult 
to do. und. what with hemstitching. 

I tea d work and simple straight-line 
styles. It does not require much cour- 
age for the home dressmaker to un- 
dertake the making of blouses for her- 
self. 


Among the most charming of the 
warm weather frocks shown this year 
may he mentioned those made of soft, 
washable silks. These silks come in 
light colors, and more often than not 
In gingham patterns. Checks and 
stripes of various widths are featured, 
the background usually being white. 
The materjal launders beautifully and 
generally gives excellent service. The 
tendency Is to fashion the tub silk 
frocks on somewhat tailored lines. 

The regulation frock made of tub 
Bilk in the checked pattern aud piped 
in color to match the check, or if this 
Is a color, such us blue, green or red, 
u black piping muy he used if pre- 
ferred. The belt Is of white kid 
trimmed in bright colored or bluck pat- 
ent leather, und the shoes carry out 
the same color scheme.

Stories of 
Great Scouts

major sam McCullough'S 
LEAP FOR LIFE 

Fort Henry was a little ntockade 
built for the protection of the settlers 
of West Virginia against the British 
and Indians during the War of the 
Revolution. It stood on the Ohio 
river nenr the present site of Wheel- 
ing. In the summer of 1777 when It 
was besieged by a strong force of sav- 
ages, MaJ. Sam McCullough, a noted 
border leader, left Fort Pitt at the 
head of 40 men to raise the siege. 

Coming In sight of the fort, McCul- 
lough's men made a dash for the gates 
and pnssed through them In safety, al- 
though the Indians made a desperate 
effort to cut them ofT. Major McCul- 
lough held back to cover the retreat 
of his men until they were safely with- 
in Its wnlls nnd delnyed so lonp that 
the redskins succeeded In getting be- 
tween him and the fort. 

Setting spurs to his horse, the 
ranger lender dashed for a hill back 
of the fort At Its top he met another 
band of Indians nnd at the same time 
a thin* group approached him from 
another direction. The Indians were 
now on three sides of him. On the 
other was n high precipice projecting 
over Wheeling creek, 800 feet below. 
The ranger was cornered. 

The Indians raised a yell of triumph 
as they closed In on him. But when 
they saw McCullough turn his horse 
toward the cliff, they stopped In 
amazement. 

Urging his horse to a dead run, the 
scout dashed toward the precipice. At 
the brink of the chasm he drove honfe 
the spurs and ns his mount flew Into 
the air braced himself In the saddle. 
The first lepp was a clear drop of 50 
feet, but both horse and rider were 
uninjured ns they landed on the steep 
bank. Then slipping and sliding for 
250 feet more, they came to the creek 
bottom. 

As the Indians rushed to the edge 
of the precipice expecting to see the 
crushed forms of horse and man far 
below, they were astonished at the 
sight of the major, still upright In the 
saddle, plunging Into the creek nnu 
riding up the other side to safety. 
Within a few hours he was back at 
Fort I’ltt, organizing a larger expedi- 
tion to march to Fort Henry. 

Five years later as Major McCul- 
lough and’ his brother were riding 
along a road near Van Metre’s fort, 
unsuspecting danger, they rode direct- 
ly into an Indian ambush. This time 
McCullough’s horsemanship could do 
him no good. A. dozen Indian rifle 
shots rang out and Sam McCullough 
fell dead. 

CAPTAIN SAM BRADY AND HIS 
FAMOUS LEAP 

Capt. Sam Brady was a member of 
a fighting family which made history 
on the Pennsylvania border during the 
Indian wars after the Revolution. 
Captain Brady’s greatest exploit took 
place in Ohio. He had been captured 
by the Indians aud carried to the San- 
dusky Towns, headquarters for all the 
Ohio tribes, where the savages pre- 
pared to burn him at the stake. 

He was stripped, hound to a post 
and slow fires kindled around him, for 
the Indians hated him so much that 
they wished to torture him as long as 
possible. Brady was a powerful man 
and he strained at his fetters until 
they were loosened slightly. Then 
with a final effort he snapped the last 
bond, leaped across the barrier of 
flame and, seizing a squaw, pitched 
her Into the firo. 

Before the Indians could recover 
from their surprise, the scout escaped 
from the village and plunged into the 
woods, hotly pursued by hundreds of 
savages. Finally he came to the 
Cuyahoga river, near the present site 
of Kent in Portage county. 

At this place the river flowed be- 
tween steep, rocky banks, 22 feet 
across from sld# to side. The scout 
wa* trapped. There was no other place 
for mile* up and down the river where 
be could ford IL The Indians were 
closing In on him and his only chance 
of escape was to try to leap across the 
chasm. 

Brady could hear the savages yell- 
ing In the woods only a short distance 
away as he ran back toward them to 
get a good Bturt. Then turning, he 
sped for the brink and putting all his 
falling strength into a final spurt, he 
sprang for the opposite cliff. His 
Jump was a little short and he struck 
the bank a few feet below the edge. 
The Indians stopped In amazement, 
then as the scout scrambled up over 
the edge, they opened fire. 

They wounded him In the leg, delay- 
ing his flight, uud In a short time were 
on his heels again. He came to a lake 
and plunged In. Stooping beneath the 
broad puds of a water Illy, he breuthed 
through a hollow reed whLle the sav- 
ages hunted in vain on the shores of 
the lake. They found his bloody trail 
to the water's edge and, believing thut 
he had drowned rather than be cap 
turod aguiu. gave up the chase. 

Soon nlterVurd Brady reached Fort 
Pitt In safety. He had many more 
thrilling adventures before his deiuh 
on Christmas day.

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DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE IN 
WASHINGTON TO BE EVENT 
OF VAST IMPORTANCE. 

NAVAL REDUCTION IS FIRST

Leaders of the majority party In the 
senate. If they ran have their wny. are 
determined apparently to give tax 
legislation priority over tariff. Presi- 
dent Harding Is favorable to this or- 
der of things fA the general Impres- 
sion seems to he In the enpltnl that 
the business Interests of the country 
are more Interested In what taxes are 
to be thnn what the tariff Is to be. 

Newspaper dispntclics from Wash- 
ington generally have forecast priority 
for taxation legislation over the tariff 
In the senate. There were denials of 
the accuracy of the forecast but the 
sennte seems to have come to t lie con- 
clusion that It Is better, after the 
tariff bill has pnssed the house, to let 
It He dormant for a while in commit- 
tee while the senate waits for tax 
legislation by the house, and for the 
opportunity to take It up before the 
tariff bill Is reported for consideration 
by the sennte committee. 

It Is known that those Republicans 
In Washington, whose chief concern Is 
to keep the party straight In legisla- 
tive action with a view to polltlcul 
profit, have Insisted from the first that 
it would l»e folly to keep the country 
waiting for taxation legislation while 
the tariff bill was on pussnge. It Is 
extremely probable that Republican 
senators hove heard from party man- 
agers all over the country to the ef- 
fect that the voters want to know 
what to expect along the tax line, and 
to know It quickly. , 

Little Interest In the Tariff. 

It Is only the brutal truth to say 
that there Is an Indifference manifest- 
ed in Washington to tariff legislation, 
suve for the manifestations of a com- 
paratively few representatives of the 
Industries. No leuder hus succeeded 
In rousing nny great Interest In the 
matter from the duy of the beginning 
of the hearings. There was a little 
Hurry over free lumber and somo 
above-the-surface trouble on dyes and 
a few other things, but beyond this 
the tariff measure has attracted about 
ns much attention us n bill to put a 
new electric light In Lnfuyette square. 

The majority leaders have suspected 
tor a long time that President Hur- 
tling was In favor of putting taxes 
ahead of the turlff, but the house, be- 
cause of memories of the past when 
the tariff always was pregnant with 
Interest for the people, seemed to 
think thut the same condition of inter- 
est existed today. Slowly they came 
to have another view of the mutter, 
hut the final conviction came so late 
that the original program was adhered 
to, and in the house the turlff wus 
given precedence over taxution. The 
President’s disposition, however, to be 
somewhat Insistent that taxution gfiull 
come first probubly will carry the duy. 

Pressure from the country unques- 
tionably has made Itself felt in this 
question of precedence of legislation. 
Business men show thut they ure some- 1 
what restless under a combination of 
hot weuther and a feverish doubt as 
to wliat they are to be called upon to 
pa*' over to the government next year. 
It seems to be the administration’s be- 
lief that a legislative decision on tax 
rates will do five-fold more to settle 
economic conditions thun a decision 
concerning schedules. 

Veterans Revisiting France. 

The records of the Stute depart- 
ment show that already some veterans 
of the A. E. F. are unxious to look 
again on the scenes of their fighting 
achievement. The number of requests 
for passports to France by meu who 
served overseas three yeurs ugo Is 
increasing daily, but It must he said 
us yet that the number Is not lurge. 

It Is fully expected by the authori- 
ties thut within another yeur or two 
the steamships outgoing from the 
United States will show passenger lists 
one-half of whose names will he those 
of veterans of the greut war. The 
growth of desire to go buck to see the 
places where they fought Is grnduul 
with veterans of all wars. Me: say 
the chances are as the years go on 
every veteran who can pay his pussage 
will go buck to tramp again, this time 
at leisure, the fields lu which he wus 
enguged as a fighter. 

Shortly now, 250 members of the 
American Legion, representing every 
slate in the Union, will sail for 
France on an American steumshlp from 
New York. The French government 
will muke things pleusunt and perhups 
a bit lively for the American veterans 
who ure to be their guests. 

Csremoniss They Will Attend. 

Among the ceremonies which the sol- 
diers will attend are those of | t dedi- 
cation of the stutue of Jeane d'Arc 
In Blots; of the presentation of the 
great library at Rhelms, which Is the 
gift of the Carnegie Foundation, und 
the unveiling of the Americun monu- 
ment at FUrey, which Is In the Toul 
sector In France. Flirey wus the cen- 
ter at one time of American fighting 
activities. 

At various times ueurly 20 Ameri- 
can divisions mude their headquarters 
lu France In the little town of Flirey.

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Some Nations, Like France, May Ba 
Chary of Cutting Down Their Land 
Strength — Something Like New 
League May ReaulL 

By EDWARD B. CLARK. 

Washington. — The disarmament con- 
ference In the city of Washington, to 
be held some time In the fall, will 
bring together un extraordinarily In- 
teresting group of men which may In- 
clude Lloyd George, the premier of 
Great Britain, nnd Brinnd, the pre- 
mier of France. It will be the first 
time that a conference of such world- 
compelling Interest has been held In 
the United States. 

There seems to have been some 
misunderstanding about what disarm- 
ament means, the kind of disarm- 
ament which will he discussed at the 
forthcoming meeting of the representa- 
tives of the five greut countries asso- 
ciated in the war. The first matter to 
be dealt with will be naval disarm- 
ament, for It Is recognized that so far 
ns some of the countries of the world 
are concerned, sufety lies in the lack 
of meuns of other nations to send 
troops to their shores on mischief 
bent. 

The reduction of armaments on land 
probubly will come In for secondary 
consideration and action, hut so fur 
ns some countries ure concerned any 
decrease lu the land forces is a matter 
of high moment. This Is particularly 
true of France. It Is known already 
that, while France Is willing to enter 
into n disarmament conference, its 
representatives will be charged with 
the duty of seeing to it thut nothing 
is agreed to which will Jeopardize the 
safety of the country by laying It open 
to u mun power uttuck from the Eust. 

France for years lived In the shadow 
of the German menace, and today It 
does not want to re-enter that shadow, 
nor does It want to enter Into new 
shadows cast hy armies which might 
be raised In a land farther East than 
Germany, urmies which would be 
moved by a power bent on Imposing 
unurchic conditions on the rest of the 
world. 

Russian Conditions Important. 

Conditions lu Russia, present and 
future, necessarily must he tuken Into 
consideration by the conferees when 
they assemble In Washington. Coupled 
with the Russian conditions are con- 
ditions in the lands south of Russia 
where today mutters are chaotic. The 
Russian plus the Turk plus some other 
peoples seemingly ure recognized by 
western nations today as holding pos- 
sibilities of trouble for the higher civil- 
ization. The disarmament conference 
will have u hundred und one things 
to consider in connection with the 
main proposition of cutting down nr- 
nmments and relieving the peoples of 
the earth from their heavy burdens of 
expense. 

One of the troubles which will con- 
front the conferees will he what may 
he called comparative disarmament. 
Under existing conditions In the world 
ft is probable that one nation, for self- 
defense purposes, must be allowed to 
maintain u greater war organization 
thun will he ullowed to some other na- 
tion. How niueh of an urmy will 
Fruuce need for strictly defensive pur- 
poses, and how much of un army will 
the United States need for strictly de- 
fensive purposes? These questions can 
be multiplied to meet conditions In 
every lund. Some difficulty will be 
met In supplying the proper answers. 

One thing seemingly is recognized hy 
governing otficluls of the nutious which 
ure to be parties to the Washington 
conference — thut the first real move- 
ment toward the peace of the world 
Is under way. Leaders of all polltlcul 
purtles in Washington seemingly ure 
ut one in approbation of the plun. 
Will Society of Nations Result? 

In the mutter of the beauty of dis- 
armament and general peace, there 
never has been u party line drawn in 
the cupltul. The same thing unques- 
tionably is true of the country at lurge. 
Political leaders huve disagreed us to 
the best means to bring about dlsur- 
mument, hut today there seems to he 
general rejoicing that the big nutions 
ut least are willing to do so much us 
to get together to talk things over. 

It is altogether too early yet, even 
to discuss the chunees that out of the 
conference will come something like 
an association of nutions, or, If the 
term is preferred, something like a 
league of nations. Of course, If there 
Is a general agreement reached, the 
very fact thut there is an agreement 
will muke of the countries which are 
a purty thereto a kind of association 
of nutions.

•hat It Is not a league, for the viewpoint 
epends entirely upon the position

Western Canada Farmers Re* 
joice Over Bountiful Harvest. 


Favorable Weather and Fertile Land 
Combine to Pour Riches Into the 
Hand* of Agriculturists. 

There arc those In ncnrly every state 
In the Union who have relatives or 
friends, or someone they have known, 
who nr© residents of some of the 
provinces of Western Canada. They 
have gone there to carry on the pro 
fesnlon and occupation of fanning. 
Their progress has been cnrefnlly 
watched and such news ns may com© 
from them or the country that they 
have taken pnrtlnl possession of will 
be rend Arlth Interest. Important news 
Just now Is the condition of the crops. 
Newspaper correspondents nnd govern- 
ment representatives are now in n posi- 
tion, after making n careful survey of 
conditions, to announce that the crop 
conditions In Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
Hiid Alberta carry the promise of an 
early and bountiful harvest nnd farm- 
ers view the outlook with utmost 
pleasure. Good growing weather has 
prevailed since seeding and all cereal 
crops are well advanced. Wheat 
headed out has long, heavy heads, and 
big yields are Indicated ; predictions 
are being made that the record pro- 
duction per acre In 1015 will be ex- 
ceeded. Harvesting began In some 
sections In the early part of August, 
An Interesting feature of the situation 
Is the fact that there are no bad re- 
ports from any purt of the country 
from the Red river to the Rocky moun- 
tains and from the International 
boundary to Pence river. There will 
also be good fruit, vegetable und root 
crops. 

Most remarkable hns been the germi- 
nation of most of the grain. Marquis 
wheat sown on May 11 was fully 
headed out on June 30. 

Considerable advancement lias taken 
place In the lust few years In the 
growing of corn. Sunflowers ure also 
being grown quite extensively. Both 
these do wonderfully well. On July 4 
the writer was shown a twenty-acre 
field of com that hnd reached a height 
of upwards of five feet, while a five- 
acre field of sunflowers close by, was 
entering for a keen race skyward. Both 
will doubtless be used for ensilage, to 
which will be udded a splendid crop 
of ulfnlfu or sweet clover, which also 
have proved very successful. Now 
that corn, sunflowers, sweet clover and 
alfalfa have taken a liking to the coun- 
try, It will mean u period of recon- 
struction In ninny funning districts, 
nnd mixed furmlng will supersede the 
period of “grain mining” that, no mat- 
ter how fertile the soil, no matter how 
generous It may be In giving forth 
from Its great storehouse of nil the 
properties that have given to Western 
Canada Its well-earned name of the 
wlieut granary of the world, too much 
may be asked of it; the departure from 
this Into the sphere of more Intensive 
fanning, covering Auany generalities 
not before indulged lu, will udd dol- 
lars per acre to the vulue of this pro- 
ductive land. Those who have 
watched the progress of Western Can- 
ada, have been looking for the day 
when corn und such like can he grown 
successfully. It hns now arrived. 

The cuttle and dairy Industry will 
be given un Impulse that will attract 
those who huve been wedded to this 
kind of farm life, while none of the 
interest that may he tnken by the grain 
grower will be lessened. Alreudy there 
Is an Influence following the fact that 
corn and sunflowers cun he grown, 
that Is leudlng to the erection of silos 
in many purts of the country, all In- 
dicating a growing satisfaction us to 
the great future that lies before It. 

Due chiefly to the drop In costs of 
materials nnd wuges, farmers through- 
out the prairie provinces ure erecting 
many buildings this yeur, says the edi- 
tor and manager of the I’ralrle Lum- 
berman, who was a visitor to Van- 
couver a few days ugo. A campaign 
is under wuy among the rctull lumber- 
men and furmers, urging the erection 
of 2,000 silos this yeur, und this Is 
meeting with success, more plans nnd 
specifications having been prepared 
and more structures being under way 
problubly than at uuy other time In 
the history of the West. — Advertise- 
ment 

Protection Against Radium.

SITUATION AT SHIPYARD 

Mayor Bradford of Quincy is alert 
relative to the situation at the ship- 
yard and hopes to secure tlie employ- 
ment of as many men us possible. 

In a letter to the Mayor, General 
Manager S. W. Wakeman writes us 
follows: 

In rfply to your request of duly 20 
foi Information regarding the employ- 
ment situation at the Fore River plant 
of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpor- 
ation, Ltd., particularly in connection 
with the recent layoff at these works, 

I we have the following statement to 
make: 

As you know, there hus been a 
gieat deal of discussion in Congress 
regarding the question of disarma- 
ment, and the amount of money ap- 
propriated for naval work lias been 
j materially cut down, so much so that 
on the 12th of July the secretary of 
the navy wrote to this company not!- 
tj mg us of the amount of money 
which would be available for these 
works for the fiscal year, July 1, 1921, 
to July 1, 1922. 

The navy department was allowed 
a certain-, amount of money for all of 
the shipyards and the amount allocat- 
ed to the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration for its Fore River plan, in 
comparison with the, other shipyards, 
was a very fair one. 

However, this amount of money 
would not allow this company to en» 
ploy the large number of men which 
we had on our rolls at that time. As 
a consequence, about 3400 men have 
been laid off and the remaining 2000 
men have been put on a five-day week 
with a five-hour day. 

In the Judgment of the management 
of this plant, it seemed best to keep 
as large a number of people as pos- 
sible at work on short time, rather 
than cut the force and work a small 
number of. people on full time, in 
order that the burden on the commun- 
ity might be lightened. 

There is nothin* that this company 
can do in this matter, as the money 
appropriated each year for naval con 
st ruction, as you know, comes from 
Congress. 

We are fully alive to the situation 
here in Quincy and regret more than 
we can express to you at this time 
the necessity that compelled this 
large lay-off. 

The situation existing in other 
plants doing naval work is similar to 
ours. In some of the shipyards, all 
naval construction has been stopped 
entirely. 

You asked particularly for a state 
ment regarding the articles which 
have appeared In the papers from 
time to time during the last few weeks 
lu connectio* with the transfer of 
draftsmen to this plant. 

1 regret that those misleading and 
untrue articles should have been 
pilnted. The facts are these: 

We are bringing back to Quincy 
draftsmen who were transferred to 
Bethlehem during the war. New that 
j tins emergency is over, some of these 
! men will come back to work here. 

| They are not replacing men who were 
olieady here and there is no one 
among them ercept draftsmen 

The outlook for shipbuilding around 
the country is not particularly good at 
this time, but the Fore River plant 
of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding (‘or 
poratlon, / Ltd., is in better condition 
to take on new worki than many of 
its compotltors. 

I am very sorry that I can give you 
nothing definite in connection with the 
future. Until Congress appropriates 
more money for naval construction, 

I cr until we obtain contracts for new 
! v ork. this plant will not bo able to 
employ but a very small number of 
( men.

CURRENT EVENTS 

America Undertakes the Relief 
of Russia, Stricken With 
Famine and Pest. 


CHOLERA SPREA DING FAST 

Supreme Council Assembles In Paris— 
President Harding Attends Pilgrim 
Tercentenary Fete— Sweet Bill 

for Disabled Veterans Finally 
Passed by Congress. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Americans who have long been held 
prisoners by the ltussliiu Bolshevikl 
huve been released, unless latest re- 
ports are misleading, and America, un- 
ofliclnlly but energetically, has gone 
to the relief of the starving, pesti- 
lence stricken Kussians. Agents of 
Mr. Hoover’s organization already are # | 
distributing food and medicines, and 
the American lied Cross and other 
agencies are co-operating In the tre- 
mendous task. Walter L. Brown Is 
directing the relief meusures from 
Itlgu, and there Is no lack of volun- 
teers for the work In Russia, for 
scores of persons of many nationali- 
ties have offered their services, some 
being uctuated by curiosity, some by 
altruism and some by the desire to 
get into Russia to find out what has 
become of relatives and friends. 

Premier Brlnnd of France has sug- 
gested that the supreme council, in 
session this week In Purls, consider 
allied co-operation with America In 
the Russian relief work. 

Famine conditions, It appears, ex- 
ist mainly In the great Volga valley, 
and the inhabitants are moving from 
it in vast hordes. The Russian au- 
thorities are trying to direct the flight 
of the refugees toward Siberia and 
the Ukraine and to keep them away 
from the cities. It la the swift spread 
of cholera that la alarming the na- 
tions bordering Russia on the west 
Some of these, notably Poland, have 
mobilized large numbers of troops 
ulong their frontiers to turn back the 
hordes that are carrying the pest 
along with them. Despite theap pre- 
cautions, Berlin papers Bay cholera al- 
ready has appeared in Warsuw and 
that there is dunger of an epidemic 
of the disease in Danzig and other sea 
ports. The soviet commissioner of 
health says the task of lighting the 
pestilence is made terribly difficult by 
the horrible sanitary condition 
throughout virtually the entire coun- 
try, and by the “muss migration, as 
It hud been maliciously planned, dis- 
tributing the Infection from one place 
to another for thousuuds and tens of 
thousands of versts. The starving 
population of the Volga Is moving to 
the south us an avalanche, sowing on 
Its way Infection and death." 


Help from the outside world, though 
besought by Lenlu, Is looked on with 
suspicion by some of his more radical 
colleagues. They declare the plight 
of soviet ltussiu will be taken advan- 
tage of by the enemies of Bolshevism 
who will plan new counter-revolutions. 
That some of the latter have the same 
idea is indicated by the fact that Alex- 
ander Kerensky bus been conferring 
with the French government. It is re- 
ported that he ex|>ects the downfall 
of Den in and Trotsky, and tliut France 
might proffer him support and Indorse 
Russia's claim to possession of Con- 
stantlnople if he could establish a sta- 
ble government which would guaran- 
tee the payment of Russia's old debt 
to France. Italy, too, might favor 
this; but (Treat Britain wants Greece 
to have the Turkish capital. 

Moscow ou Wednesday sent out a 
wireless message asking all other gov- 
ernments to evucuute their nationals 
from southern ltus la as soon as pos- 
sible because there was no food for 
them. The foreigners. It Is said, were 
to leave from Odessa, but us all trans- 
portation has broken down there Is 
seemingly no way for them to reach 
that city from the Interior It Is not 
ouly transportation that has broken 
down. The present crisis has brought 


to light figures that show, the almost 
absolute collapse of Industry nnd pro- 
duction under the soviet regime. Pa- 
per and coal are the only industries 
showing In 19-0 an output of na much 
ns 20 per cent of the pre-war produc- 
tion. 


As has been said, the Interallied su- 
preme council is now In session In 
Paris. The main topic for discussion 
Is the Upper Silesian question, which 
Is being handled by the representa- 
tives of (Treat Britain, France, Italy 
nnd Japan. Colonel Harvey, Ameri- 
can ambassador to England, nlso was 
invited to attend, and If the question 
of war guilt conies up the representa- 
tives of Belgium will he asked to par- 
ticipate. In conciliating France, the 
other allies have udinltted the possi- 
bility or probability of sending rein- 
forcements for the Silesian garrison 
and have told Berlin to provide for 
their transportation ncross Germany — 
which Berlin probably will do, though 
with bad grace. Germany continues 
to nccuso the Poles of committing 
shocking outrages on the German in- 
habitants of Silesia, and the French 
of giving the Poles support, and Ber- 
lin has Issued a White Book to sub- 
stantiate these charges. 


It was announced In Washington 
that soon after the President’s re- 
turn from his New England holiday, 
the formal Invitations to the confer- 
ence on limitation of armaments and 
far eastern questions would be Is- 
Bued. Mr. Harding still favors No- 
vember 11 — Armistice day — for the 
opening date, and the other powers 
may agree to this. Great Britain has 
abandoned any Idea of a preliminary 
conference on Pacific matters since 
the American government has ex- 
pressed its entire willingness that the 
agenda for the conference shall be ar- 
ranged upon In advance. Conversa- 
tions In regard to the program will 
begin Immediately after the Issuance 
and acceptance of the formal Invi- 
tations. 

Speaking at the tercentenary cele- 
bration of the landing of the Pilgrims, 
In Plymouth, Mass., President Har- 
ding declared his belief that the dis- 
armament conference Would bring to 
the whole world a new era of peace 
and freedom. Said he: "The Inter- 
national prospect is more than prom- 
ising and the distress and depression 
at home are symptomatic of early re- 
covery. Solvent financially, Bound 
economically, unrivaled In genius, un- 
excelled In Industry, resolute In de- 
termination and unwavering in faith, 
these United States will carry on.’’ 


President Harding went to Ply- 
mouth by water, and after attending 
the Pilgrim fete he had several days 
of rest at Secretary Weeks’ country 
home In the mountains near Lancas- 
ter, N. H. During his absence the 
congressional conference committee, 
ufter long and seemingly Inexcusable 
delay, agreed on the Sweet soldier re- 
lief bill, and Its report was adopted 
by both houses. It wus a certainty 
that the President would lose no time 
In affixing bis signature to this law, 
which will reorganize and consolidate 
the various government agencies for 
the relief and care of the veterans of 
the great war who through wounds or 
Illness or Inck of employment are In 
need of assistance. 

The unemployment situation as It 
affects the ex-service men, la decided- 
ly serious, especially of course In the 
large cities. It Is said that In Chi- 
cago. for Instance, hundreds of them 
are walking the streets, Jobless and 
homeless, and one post of the Amer- 
ican Legion has asked the governor 
of Illinois to have the National Guard 
urtnories thrown open to them, and 
some arrangement made for giving 
them plain food until they can find 
employment. 


Duvld If. Blair, commissioner of In- 
ternal revenue, has been prying Into 
the conduct of affairs In his bureau 
and has made 6ueh discoveries that 
be bus ordered Assistant Commission- 
er Matson to make a thorough Inves- 
tigation. The set charges against 
employees that ai< t id to huve been 
made, imdude the giving out of In- 
come tax statements. In violation of 
law. to persons who desired them for 
profitable purposes; collusion between 
persons within the bureau In a posi- 
tion to divulge confidential informa- 


tion with representatives of corpor- 
ations with cases pending before the 
burenu; collusion of employees and 
outside persons in business ventures 
dependent upon secret Information 
within the department, nnd charges 
that some employees have accepted 
money In assisting corporations nnd 
Individuals to reduce their tax of one 
character or another. 

Other charges relate to employees 
In the prohibition enforcement wing. 
Involving them In aiding persons to 
get possession of liquor for iliegnl 
purposes and In suppressing evidence 
thnt might lend to detection nnd pros- 
ecution of offenders. 


British shipping interests nnd those 
of America as represented by the fed- 
eral shipping hoard are entering a 
war for cargoes that may have fnr- 
reuchtng results. It all started with 
the efforts of some American ship op- 
erators to get a share of the cotton 
carrying business from Egypt. They 
were told the British ship owners 
would fight to the finish to hold on 
to all of thnt business, whereupon the 
London representative of the board 
warned the British that retaliatory 
measures would be adopted. Both 
sides have cut rates, and the Ameri- 
can board has reduced insurance val- 
uations to meet the competition. The 
question involved, says a statement 
from Chairman Lasker's office, Is 
whether British ship owners are go- 
ing to keep the American merchant 
marine from getting Its fair share of 
the business on the Bens. "The world 
may as well know that we are going 
to establish what American rights are 
and then get those rights." 


The seven former members of the 
Chicago White Sox ball team and two 
alleged accomplices who were churged 
with conspiring to throw games in the 
world’s series of 1919, have been ac- 
quitted by a Chicago jury, apparently 
because the Jurors did not think the 
specific intent to defraud the public 
and the baseball owners was estab- 
lished by the prosecullon. At once 
the question arose whether or not the 
players should be reinstated In or- 
ganized baseball. Judge Landis, high 
commissioner of baseball, replied 
promptly and decisively that "no play- 
er who undertakes or promises to 
throw a ball game, no player who alts 
In a conference with a bunch of crook- 
ed players and gamblers where the 
ways and means of throwing games 
are planned and does not promptly 
tell his cl\ib about it will ever play 
professional baseball." 

As to the moral guilt of the accused 
ball players, the American public has 
had little or no doubt, and Its belief 
will not be altered by the verdict of 
the Jury which probably was made 
necessary by the technicalities of the 
lew. 


Death stilled forever the magnificent 
voice of Eurico Caruso last week, and 
all the world mourns. The great op- 
eratic tenor, who was stricken with 
a serious Illness In America last year, 
seemed well on the roud to recovery 
and had returned to Italy to recuper- 
ate. But an Interior abscess accom- 
panied by severe peritonitis devel- 
oped and he died In Naples before 
the surgeons could operate. The fu- 
neral services were most Impressive, 
and were attended by representatives 
of the royal family aud the govern- 
ment of Italy and by officials of the 
United States. In which country he 
achieved his greatest triumphs. The 
last requiem was rendered by 400 
singers. 


It looks us If the federal authorities 
were on the point of clearing up the 
long series of big postal and bond 
robberies In various purts of the coun- 
try. John W. Worthington of Chica- 
go, well known to the police of this 
and other lands, has been arrested us 
the "bruin!-" of the gang, and others 
have been taken into custody or are 
being hunted. The authorities de- 
clare that they huve evidence to prove 
that Worthington and his associates 
engineered the $3,<»00,U00 Sln.-iutr Oil 
company robbery in New York, the 
Dearborn station mail robbery in Chi- 
cago. the Council Bluffs (la.) mall rob- 
bery and numerous other Important re 
cent crimes. The prosecutors also 
have proof that the accused have been 
dealing largely in "doctored" Liberty 
bonds and washed savings stamps.

Fire destroyed the barn of Abra- 
ham Goldfield, a well-known tobacco 
grower at Rockville, Conn., causing a 
loss of $35,000. All of Mr. Goldfield’s 
1920 crop, about 120 cases, was stored 
in' the structure. 

At Haverhill the cut sole leather 
manufacturers have submitted a coun- 
ter proposition ot their employes af- 
filiated with the Shoe Workers’ Pro- 
tective Union, asking a 20 percent re- 
duction In wages and a 50-hour week. 

Rev. Bernard Shevlin, pastor of 
St. Joseph’s parish, Medford, Mass., 
was drowned while bathing In Jones’ 
Creek, near Gloucester, Mass. He was 
taken with cramps nnd sank before 
assistance could reach him. The body 
wns recovered. 

Dr. Summer B. Remlck, superinten- 
dent of a New Bedford Sanltorlum, 
New Bedford, Mass., has been ap- 
pointed director of the state division 
of tuberculosis sanitaria by Health 
Commissioner Eugene Kelly. He will 
succeed the late Dr. William J. Gal- 
livnn. 

John Drew, wanted in Exeter, N. 
H„ on the charge of wife desertion, 
said to have woves In Ogdenhtirg, N. 
Y., and Marlboro, Mass., and wanted 
in Salem, Maas., on a charge brought 
by a young woman was held In the 
municipal court Portland, Me., in the 
sum of $2000, charged with the lar- 
ceny of an automobile. 

Everett Degarjian, aged 4, was 
fatally injured when he was knocked 
down by an automobile in Watertown, 
Mass. The car was being driven by 
Theodore L. Harlow, aged 74, of Bel- 
mont, Mass., who came to the Water- 
town Police Station and told the 
story of the accident after onveying 
the injured child to the Cambridge 
Hospital, where he died within an 
hour. 

More than 1 1,000 men attended the 
mass meeting called by the Federa- 
tion of Labor unions and the various 
crafts employed at the Fore River 
shipbuilding yards, held on the Fore 
River Club grounds at Quincy Point. 
Mass., for the purpose of arousing 
public sentiment to have Congress 
appropriate more money to build new 
shipB and relieve acute working con- 
ditions at Quincy. 

While her mother was In the berry 
field, 4-year-old Grace Howard, of St. 
Johnsbury, Vt, set Are ot her clothing 
while playing with matches and died 
as a result. The matches had been 
hidden, but the child found them. The 
little girl's brother Richard, 7, ^Fho 
was berrying, heard his sister scream 
and dragged her to a brook to put out 
the flames. His hands were badly 
burned In trying to save her. 

William Littlefield a new Maine 
state automobile officer has started a 
crusade against violators of the au- 
tomobile lawB both im regards to 
speed and headlights. Recently he 


held up twenty automobiles at York 
Village on account of def^itlve lights. 
No arrests were made at the time, 
hut the drivers were warned to make 
for the nearest garage and get their 
lights tuned up to comply with the 
law. 

The trio of rum runners taken at 
St Johnsbury, Vt„ after a wild 
chase, .pleaded guilty to the Illegal 
transporting of liquor and one of the 
bunch, George W. Savage of Paw- 
tucket. R. I., Is free. He drove the 
Packard car containing 400 quarts 
and was let off with a fine of $500 
and costs. The automobile is taken 
by the State and will be sold at auc- 
tion. The young man’s parents from 
Pawtucket paid the fine and accom- 
panied Savage to their home. 

A fine of $250 waB imposed in Dis- 
trict Court, Lawrence. Mass., on' 
Michael Cheveclk of wildwood road, 
Andover, on a charge of Illegal keep- 
ing of liquor. He told Justice Fred- 
erick N. Chandler thnt he had been 
engaged In the moonshine manufac- 
turing business for two weeks, "to 
pay off the mortgage on the old 
home.” ThiR did not excite the sym- 
pathy of the court, however. Law- 
rence was the market place of the 
liquor which the accused said I 10 sold 
at $5 a gallon wholesale. 

The prizes for the third division in 
the President's Day parade at Ply- 
mouth, Mass., for which F. M. Hilton, 
George Avery and Charles M. Baker 
of Framingham were judges, have 
been announced as follows: For the 
organization making the best appear- 
ance in line, first, Mary Allerton Re- 
bekah Lodge of Plymouth; second, 
Accomack Tribe, I. O. It. M., of Ply- 
mouth; third, Mayflower I/Odge, I. O. 
O. F. of Plymouth. For the floats, 
the first prize went to I. O. O. F. 
Ixtdge of Brockton; second, to the 
Portuguese Society of Plymouth, and 
third, to the Vlymouth Chapter, Red 
Cross. 

Tlie sale of (government wool at 
Boston last week, when five million 
pounds of low grade South American 
types were offered, was draggy, only 
alxrut 48 per cent of the entire cata- 
logue being sold. The exception to 
the general rule was the sale of 
scoured wools of which about 75 pqr 
cent was sold. Competition' for these 
wools was fairly animated at times. 
On the whole, the sale was disap- 
pointing. The Bigelow-Hartford Car- 
pet Company was the big operator in 
greasy wools, taking over 770,000 
pounds, while the Alexander Smith 
Carpet Company was second buyer 
of greasy wools, taking 209,000 lbs. 

A wage reduction affecting 12,000 
employes of the General Electric Co., 
at Lynn, Mass., was announced last 
week by Richard H. Fish, general 
manager. The cut, which varies In 
amount with the different classes of 
workers became effective Monday, 
slips indicating how each is affected 
being enclosed im the individual pay 
envelopes. The step was taken, Mr. 
Fish said, after conferences between 
the management and a committee of 
employes composing the general joint 
committee on adjustment at which 
means to assure continued operation 
of the various departments were dis- 
cussed.

Dairy and Poultry Products 

Trade has been exceptionally dull tbt 
past week, nnd while this Is UBttnl dur- 
ing August, It Is partly neeounted for by 
the renetlon to the eontlnunl advance 
noted during the post month. All tho 
products ndvnneed eontlnunlly up until 
recently, nnd now there Is quite general 
profit taking nnd buyers nre holding off 
until present slocks have been used be- 
fore taking on further supplies. 

The butter market has held fairly 
steady due to light supplies and a good 
demand, especially for fine grades, but 
with the easier tone noted the past few 
days, vnlues nro declining slightly, hut 
are still above a week ago. Fancy north- 
ern made butter hns been actively want- 
ed nt 4fi-47c for tubs nnd nround 50c for 
prints, nnd fine western hns sold well up 
to It nt 44-4Sc. Ordinary grades have 
been morn plentiful nnd are about the 
same nt 37-42e. Dairy butter In very 
light supply nnd stendv. 

Egg trade bus continued about ns pre- 
viously noted, values showing practically 
no elinnge, but quality has shown poorer 
than nt nny Unto this Venr, very few 
fancy grades arriving nnd these held 
firmly nt good prices. Nearby eggs have 
not been ns plentiful, but hnve not been 
ns much wanted and arc firm at SO-BSo 
for hennerys, with easterns ranging 40- 
60e. Ordinary westerns have gone most- 
ly nround 36c, graded lots nt 40-45c, nnd 
poor qualities weak nt 20-32c. 

Country cheese markets reversed their 
recent tendency, nnd sold down slightly, 
the first decline noted for six weeks. 
New York state markets wore stonily, 
and fine Twins are bringing former fig- 
ures of 21 -22c, but tho styles secured 
from Wisconsin nro about Ic lower at 
23-25c. 

Fresh killed poultry hns come forward 
more freely this week, especially broil- 
ers, and with buyers considering tho 
market too high for storing those for 
winter use, prices have gone off slightly, 
most of the sales around 40o. with fowl 
also n little easier nt 3N-41c. A few near- 
by chickens hnve appeared, but nro still 
luxuries at 45-RBc. Live fowl have held 
their own at 32-34c, but broilers hnve had 
to drop with the dressed market, small 
Leghorns selling slow nt 2S-3(Jc, and largo 
sizes bringing up to 33c. 

Fruits and Vegetables 

Supplies have not been heavy except 
for certain commodities, but the buying 
demand has been correspondingly light 
and most lines showed little or no change 
In prices. Peaches nnd potatoes were 
higher, and cantaloupes and watermelons 
lower. 

Native tomatoes were slightly lower at 
pies were unchanged at 2.00-1.00 a bushel. 
New York State Duchess amt Graven- 
stein apples sold mostly 3.00-3.50 a bushel 
basket. Native blueberries were slightly 
higher nt 18c-28c a quart, while fancy 
Maine and Nova. Scotia berries sold 30e- 
32c. Blackberries were lower at 12c-15c 
a pint. 

Native string beans were steady at 
1.50-2.60 a bushel, and bunched beets 
were firm at 40c-60c a bushel. 

Native cabbage was 50c higher nt 2.25- 
2.50 n barrel, while bunched carrots were 
unchanged at 76c-1.00 a bushel. Sweet 
corn was 25c lower at 1.00-1.60 a bushel. 
Yellow corn sold mostly 2.00. Native 
hothouse cucumbers were steady at 1.00- 
4.00 a bushel, while poor quality Mary- 
land cucumbers sold 40c-75c a bushel 
hamper. 

California cantaloupes wero 1.00 lower 
at 3.00-3.60 per standard crate of 4f> 
melons. Maryland cantaloupes are of 
unusually good quality this season and 
sold 1.75-2.50 for the same style crate. 

Native lettuce was steady at 50c-1.60 
a bushel, while fancy New York lettuoe 
brought mostly 2.60 a crate. 

Connecticut Valley onions were un- 
changed at 2.75-3.00 per 100 pounds. New 
onions from Spain brought $2.50 a crate. 

Peaches were scarce and much higher. 
North Carolina Hales selling 5.50-8.00 per 
6-basket crate. Maine green peas were 
in slow demand at 3.00-3.50 a bushel. 
New Jersey green poppers were steady 
at 2.50-3.00 a barrel.

Practical Hints on What to Do 
to Get Lmg Life and Good 
Service From “Juice” Box. 

WARNIN6 WILL BE ADEQUATE 


If Car la Run Much at Night Current 

May Not Be Sufficient— When 
Charging System Falla Have 
It Attended to. 

Sooner or Inter your electrical 
system will fall to charge the buttery. 
When that happens your engine will 
begin to miss explosions and shortly 
after will refuse to run. Before this 
calamity overtakes yon there will bo 
plenty of warning. The lights will go 
down more than usual when the 
starter Is used. They will brighten 
when you speed tip the engine tyid 
grow dim when you slow down. These 
signs point to a weak battery and 
Rhould not be disregarded. If you 
have been observnnt you will hnvo 
noticed thnt the ammeter registered a 
low ehnrglng rote. This Indicates that 
the generator Is not charging ns It 
should. But the fault may he In the 
driver and not In the generator nt nil. 
If the starter or the lights nre used too 
much the current will be drawn from 
the battery faster thnn It Is being 
charged. So note that your battery 
gets the proper balance. If the enr 
Is run much at night the battery mny 
not receive enough current. Run the 
engine more during the dnytlme, so 
ns to replace the current that has been 
drawn from It. 

When Charging 8ystem Falla. 

If the charging system has failed, 
due to some defect, have It attended 
to nt a service station, and hove the 
battery chnrged Immediately. Some 
owners prefer to charge their own 
bntterles from the lighting system In 
the house. Tip* Is n prnetlcnl method 
and one that will grow, especially 
where service stutlons are not avail- 
able. 

Special apparatus Is required, hut 
It Is not expensive. It mny he con- 
nected to any lamp socket using 110- 
volt current. Tills mny he direct or 
alternating, the apparntua differing 
according to which current Is used. 
For direct current a rheostat Is em- 
ployed which brings fhe current down 
to the right amperes, usually ten 
nmperes for the average bnttery 
used on n starting and lighting system. 

For nlterntlng current n rectifier 
must be used to give direct current 
and to give the right amperage. The 
positive of the battery must be con- 
nected to the positive lend from the 
appnrntns and the negative of battery 
to the negative lend. This runs the 
ehnrglng current Into the positive of 
the battery, reversing the chemical 
composition of the plates. Then, when 
the chnnge Is complete, charging Is 
stopped and the current mny be drawn 
from the positive In the usual manner. 

Prepare for Charging. 

Before charging you must see that 
the electrolyte covers the plates. Noth- 
ing but distilled wnteg should ever be 
added for this purpose, and then only 
after the bnttery Is charged. The elec- 
trolyte should cover the plates at least 
a quarter of an Inch nt all times. Huv- 
Ing Inspected nnd corrected this condi- 
tion, the filling caps should he re- 
moved to allow the gns to escape. 
Then adjust the amperage according 
to the capacity of the battery. A 
discharged battery should start charg- 
ing at one-tenth capacity. Thus a 100 
ampere-hour battery should start at 
ten amperes; n sixty ampere-hour nt 
six amperes. In an hour or so the 
hydrogen gas will start to come off 
very freely. This Is known ns gnsslng 
or boiling. Whei. It gases freely you 
diminish the charging rate one or two 
amperes. The buttery will be fullly 
chnrged when the electrolyte reads 
1.275 to 1,300 on the hydrometer. This 
will take nbout ten hours. The volt- 
meter reudlng will he about seven 
volts, but the hydrometer teat Is more 
satisfactory.

The connection Is two 
lengths of pipe about 1 Inch In diam- 
eter, Joined by means of four stand- 
ard elbow fittings nnd a short coup- 
ling. This Is attached to the wnter- 
muln brought up about 3 feet from 
the floor, with the cut-off valve placed 
on this pip®. The wnter main Is usu- 
ally located In the end of the gnrage 
farthest from the entrance.

"Tbe greatest gnnibllng center In 
the world will be located Iti tbe west- 
ern hemisphere If plnfis for •palaces’ 
In Culm develop ns given out,” snld 
Wnlter P. Harris of Ilnvnnnn. "Cuba 
Is already beset with the gambling 
fever, nml fortunes change hands 
there almost every day. 

"Since the announcement of the 
prince of Monaco that he Is prepar- 
ing to close Monte Carlo, there have 
been extensive preparations for the 
establishment of great gambling pal- 
aces designed to attract the sporting 
element thnt now visits Monte Carlo 
to the ’Pearl of the Antilles.’ Several 
vlllnges have been surveyed with the 
view of locating this gambling cen- 
ter, but so far no definite decision has 
been renched. 

"Gambling Is already flourishing In 
nitvnnn. The Casino do In Plnya Is n 
grent garish temple of roulette, where 
wonderful dinners nre served at less 
than cost. The profit to the bouse 
comes from tbe wheel. The men who 
tnke women to the Casino for dinner 
Invariably back them nt tbe wheel. 

"The moratorium now In effect on 
the Island has not affected the crowds 
Ht the Casino, because they are most- 
ly composed of tourists, and the vis-

HUMAN FACE AS A BEACON 

Radiometer Able to Record the 

"Shine” Thrown Off, at a Distance 
of Several Miles. 

Novelists thnt speak of a fnce 
"lighting up” put down an actual truth 
thnt few of them nre awnre of or In- 
tend. One of the most delicate In- 
struments In the world, a radiometer, 
records tbe “shine” of n human fnce, 
and can do It nt n distance of several 
miles. So delicate Is the Instrument 
that it cun detect and record the glim- 
mer of a candle half a mile away, and 
if there were no atmospheric obstruc- 
tion It could detect the same candle 16 
miles nway. The Instrument consists 
of two thin glass disks, one polished 
and one blackened, suspended by a 
quartz thread In a vacuum. Waves of 
radiant energy striking this instru- 
ment disturb Its balance, because the 
bright disk reflects them, while the 
black one absorbs them. 

While the human face to the nor- 
mal eye gives out no waves of radiant 
energy, the fact remains that a con- 
stant flow of energy la being thrown 
off, and these wave* travel an un- 
known distance. Although the radio- 
meter Is a wonderful and delicate In- 
strument, there is a thermal couple 
ten times as sensitive as the radiome- 
ter and It can detect the heat of a 
candle 60 miles distant 

Italy to tha Rescue. 

Visiting a school Is a doubtful pleas- 
ure. But the woman had promised to 
call for a friend who Is known as a 
“rooky” teacher. She waited until al- 
most .closing time before entering the 
school, a red brick, lumpy sort of 
building, not specially attractive. It 
looked as If she bad come too soon. 
All eyes soon focussed on her Instead 
of on the busy little teacher. The 
word “trio” was being explained to 
the children and volunteers were 
asked to stand and use the word In a 
sentence. And no one need expect to 
go home until the word was fully ex- 
plained. 

Little R. T. coaxed, “Comf now, tell 
me Just one little story with ‘trio’ in 
it." 

Timidly, swarthy little Giuseppe 
raised his hand. His naturally happy 
face was strained in his effort to help. 
Then flashed a bright smile at the 
woman nnd shouted cheerfully: 

“It Is nearly trio clock." — New 
York Sun. 

Go to Ciasa by Underground Tunnels. 

An underground tunnel system that 
has nil the fascination of the cata- 
combs, although It serves the less dra- 
matic function of conveying heating 
pipes, Is one of the chief attractions 
at Wellesley college. 

It has Just been completed and un- 
dergraduates are being permitted to 
rumble uround under the 300-acre 
campus. 

The tunnels are six feet high and 
wide enough for comfortable walking. 
Girls huve found that no matter how 
cold the weather, it Is a good plan to 
abandon coats when tuking this long 
adventure. The temperature from the 
heating pipes is about that of a Turk- 
ish bath. 

Thla Oil May Cur* Leprosy. 

The use of Chaulmoogru oil has been 
known for some time to have some vir- 
tue In the treatment of leprosy, and 
recently It has b4?en discovered that 
there are a great many points of simi- 
larity between the genus of leprosy 
and those of tuberculosis. This has 
led to 6oine government experiments 
In the direction of combating tut»er- 
culosis which will be conducted at Ha- 
waii 

Iron Ore From the Alps. 

A new Iron ore field bus been discov- 
ered In Switzerland which is estimated 
to contaiu 47.u0n.000 tons, which will 
assure to Switzerland, at prewar con- 
sumption rate, sufficient iron ore to 
last for 45 years. The federal council 
suggests a provision by the government 
of 1.200,000 francs upon condition that 
• total capital of 4,000,000 francs Is 
raised for exploitation.

lion Works by O. L. Dunn are con 
tinned this week. 

In tlio manufacture from the raw 
materials of so bulky a 'product as 
nails, tlio question of transportation 
was of much Importance, there being 
no railroad the Company made use of 
horses, oxen, sailing v«*ssels and 
scows. Resides the wharf here they 
had one at the mouth of Rack river, 
one-quarter of a mile above the Phos- 
phate Works on the same side cvf the 
river. Little or nothing remains of 
it toclay. Here canto vessels loaded 
wit It pig iron ore mid coal, the soft 
coal from Picton, Nova Scotia, tlieir 
cargoes were transferred to scows, 
which wore “poled” up the river. 

Two or four men started from the 
float or bow oC the scow, set their 
long pikes into the bottom with the 
ctner erd .against the shoulder walked 
to the stern, trailing back to how and 
repeating.

“economics.” One should not say, for 
example, "The news concerning the 
war are good"; “politics, when prop- 
erly conducted, are a good pursuit for 
a citizen”; “economics hnve been 
railed the dismal science." In nil of 
these cases, use the slnguar verb. 

There are, however, certain words 
ending In “s" concerning which there 
is doubt. Gntinninrians difTer fre- 
quently concerning the proper verbs 
to be employed with such nouns as 
“headquarters" and "alms." “The 
general's headquarters were (or was) 
it Richmond,” we may say ; “the alms 
given to the poor family are (or is) 
not sufficient for Its maintenance." 
•’Means” may he either singular or 
plural, accordingly ns the means Is or 
ire singular or plural.

In the evening a band concert was 
given by the Weymouth Legion Band. 

Monday was the big night of the 
celebration. The program , which 
started with mass in the Catholl*. 
church, being a holy day, and in the 
evening a line of march was formed 
at the East Weymouth depot headea 
by a police detail in charge of Se. 
geant Butler. Then came the Marine 
Band of Boston, lead by John Sulli- 
avn, president of the committee, aiiTJ 
Following the abnd concert the town 
officials and other Invited guests. 
Arriving at the grounds the parade 
marched about the held and halted 
in front of the bandstand, where re- 
marks were made by the president 
John Sullivan and Frederick Humph- 
rey, representing the Board of Select- 
men. During the evening the Marine 
Band dispensed a very appropriate 
program and the enormous crowd, 
which was variously estimated at be- 
tween 12,000 and 15.000 quickly bought 


out all the goods at the stands which 
wore arranged about the field.

For Ernest B. Morey 


It was with much regret that 
friends of Ernest B. .Morey lenrfieir 
that ho was killed in the battle of 
the Argonne on Nov. 2. 1919, only 
nine days before the Armistice, and 
now that his body has arrived home 
there will doubtless be a very large 
gathering ut South Weymouth on Sun- 
day to pay their last respects to one 
of our heroes who made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

The body arrived at the South Wey- 
mouth depot last Saturday morning 
at 10.45 and was met by an escort 
from Weymouth Post, American Legi- 
on, and escorted to the home of his 
bereaved parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles B. Morey of 29 Central street. 
Funerul services will be held at the 
Community House, South Weymouth, 
Sunday at 2 P. M., under the auspices 
of Weymouth Legion. The firing 
squad and pallbearers will be from 
the United States Ammunition Station 
at Hingham. 

Ernest Morey was one of the first 
to enlist in the World’s War on April 
17, 1917, In the U. S. Marines at Bos- 
ton, and was immediately sent to 
Philadelphia. He was transferred 
June 5 to the Fifth Regiment, U. S. 
Marine Corps, and was sent to France 
that month and soon got into action 
He had many narrow escapes and in 
a letter to his mother he wrote that 
he had been wounded three times. 
Kis captain writes that he was killed 
on the morning of Nov. 2, 1919, at 
about 5.35, by the same shell that 
killed two others and wounded several 
At the time his company was advanc- 
ing toward the town of Stenay. Hia 
captain further write*: “Ernest was 
the bisvikt -'ISS- most liked 
men of the company.” Another letter 


•mys he participated In every battle 
and excelled in machine gun work 
and was able to get away with It. 

At homo In South Weymouth ho 
was regarded ns an ideal young man. 
He was a member of the Union Con- 
gn Rational church, treasurer of tho 
Men’s class and at one time president 
of the Christian Endeavor Society. 
He was also prominent in athletics. 

Ernest w n s cited throe times for 
bravery and his parents are the proud 
possessors of evidence that he was 
authorized to wear the “Foitrrngere” 
or the colors of the French Croix do 
Guerre.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Morey have another 
son in tJie United States service, 
Harold W. Morey, who Is now sta- 
tioned at Port of Prince, Hn.vti, nlso 
one daughter. Miss Gladys Morey. 
Mr. Morey hus for many years been 
at the Stetson shoe factory. 

CORP. JOSEPH H. WHALL

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES 

Apples, sweet corn and tomatoes were 
In plentiful supply and lower, cucumbers 
and potatoes were higher, while other 
leading lines showed little change from 
last week. Figures recently published 
by the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
Indicate that this year’s potato crop Is 
the lightest since 1116, which will mean 
a generally high level of prices this 
winter. 

Native apples were slightly lower at 
1.50-3.50 a bushel, while New York State 
apples were 50c lower, Duchess selling 
at $2.25-2.75 end Wealthy $2.00-0. to a 
bushel basket. 

Blueberry prices sagged under heavy 
receipts Monday, but later recovered to 
last week’s range of 16 -26c a quart for 
natives and 20- 30c for Maine and Nova 
Scotia berries.

It Is very sim- 
ple, consisting of a float that hangs on 
the end of a vertical rod which passes 
upward through the enp of the gasoline 
tank and wlUi Its upper end holds sus- 
pended a ball of metal.

Difficulties Greater in Cases 
Where Engines Have Been 
in Use for Long Time. 

CAUSES FOR UNEVEN ACTION 


To Remedy Trouble Opening Should 
Be Narrowed to Give Stream of 
Entering Air Greater Velo- 
city in Chamber. 

Much has been written ubout the 
difficulties of curburetlon under uor- 
mal conditions, when the engines un- 
der consideration are In good shape; 
but the difficulties are even greater in 
the case of engines thut have been 
used for a long time. 

Some of the common complaints ure 
of the so-called “galloping engine's" 
Inability to throttle to u low speed 
uud un unaccountable missing or skip- 
ping. 

Air-leaks diluting the gasoline va- 
pors are the foremost causes of irregu- 
lar action. Seldom does the air leuk 
through a loose gasket, hut the hole 
through which the stent of the throttle

latter (through a tube) until the inetal 
hall dangling from the upper end of 
the rod Is low enough to hung within 
a cup formed by on Inverted bell which 
surmounts the tank cap.

Fit a small grease-cup and use a 
graphite grouse, uud the leakage of 
air at this place will be overcome. 
Remove the piston-rings and fit new

fectively stop all leaks at thia place. 

In some carburetors a removable 
tube Is used which can be taken out 
und bushed or given a heavy coating 
ut solder to close the opening. The ob- 
ject Is to uarrow the opening and to 
gtvo to the stream of entering air 
greater velocity. If the carburetor has 
no preheater, one should bo added. 

With the carburetor removed, push

I F’ IT WERE not that apparel is ul- 
ways interesting and that there is 
so much diversity in the interpretation 
of the styles, the discussion of fall 
suits in August would he premature.

The reason for this usage Is 
because the proper name or 
nickname, "Jnck," has for many 
years past been applied In Eng- 
land to servants or laborers ns 
a class. Jack Is a handy nnd 
easy name for n waiter or a 
caddy, or a groom, much as many 
Americans apply the name 
George to any negro porter. For 
this reason, many appliance, 
which are subject to rough usage 
or which perform the tasks of 
a laborer are known by the 
prefix "Jack,” with a noun which 
designates the use to which they 
are put. The expression "Jack 
of nil trades” Is another ex- 
emplification of the same usage, 
while the substitution of the 
name “Jack” for the "knave" In 
a pack of cards Is an Indication 
of the hard usage which this gen- 
tleman undergoes at the hands 
of the queen, king and ace.

When 
tender add two tablespooufuls of but- 
ter mixed with Hour, stirring constant- 
ly.

Cut medium-sized tomatoes iu 
halves, dip in seasoned flour and fry 
brown on both sides.

Place 
a slice of bam. on the tomato and pour 
over the ham gravy. Serve sprinkled 
with ilieppwd parsley. 


Apple and Banana Salad. 

Ncoop out upple balls, cover with 
lemon Juice, and prepare bunauu bulls, 
using u small French potato cutter. 
Heap on bead lettuce, sprinkle with 
puprlku and serve with a highly sea- 
soned French dressing or a rich may- 
onnaise. 

String Beans With Beurra Noir. 

Prepare a quart of beaus cut into 
inch pieces, t’ook in boiling salted 
water; drain and place on a hot dish. 
Pour over the following sauce; Melt 
one-fourth of a cupful of butter until 
a delicate brown, udd four tablespoon- 
fills of vinegar; when hot pour over 
the beans and serve at once. Salt pork 
cut In small dice and fried until brown 
may be used in place of butter for this 
dish. Pour the fat. with the bits of 
browned pork over the beans.

Delmonico Peach Pudding. 

Turn u pint can of peaches into a 
pudding dish. Seuld two cupfuls of 
milk In a double holler. Mix two und 
one-half tablespooufuls of cornstarch 
with three tablespooufuls of sugar 
and one-half teaspoonful of salt. Stir 
into the hot milk ; cook, stirring until 
. the mixture thickens, then cover und 
i cook for fifteen minutes. Beat the 
yolks of two vggs. add a tablespoou- 
ful of sugar uiul stir into the hot 
i mixture. When the egg is set pour 
over the penehes. Beat tin- whites of 
the eggs very light, add four table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, spread over the 
pudding. Dredge with a teaspoonful 
of sugar and bake la a moderate oven 
to cook tin* meringue. Serve hot or 
cold.

This was once in good form but 
It is decidedly out of favor now. 

Never address a letter Intended for 
various members of the same family 
tliu ; "Mrs. John Smith und family." 
Instead use this form; "Mrs. John 
Smith; The Misses Smith." 

A simpler way Is to address the 
envelope of the letter to the Wad of 
the family and explain within thnt 
your letter Is Intended for the whole 
family. 

Never enclose u postage stamp In 
anything but a business communica- 
tion when you ask for a reply. This Is 
not necessary If you are transacting 
business In which your request is not 
In the nature of a favor. 

Never even In u business letter r.se 
the expression, “Let me know by re- 
turn mull," or “Send by return mall.” 
As a matter of fact malls are so fre- 
quent between big cities now that it 
would probably be quite Impossible to 
return by the next outgoing mail and 
obviously there Is no return mull now 


save in some place like Bermuda 
where a bout bringing mall actually 
carries off the next outgoing mall. 
Any way there Is it certain abrupt- 
ness about the expression Unit makes 
It unsuitable even for business which 
should always be courteous even 
though to the point. “At your earliest 
convenience" Is a better expression. 
But why use any of those stereotype 
expressions that are seldom used any- 
where but In letters? The man now 
who writes the best business letters 
writes as lie would talk and says In- 
stead “as soon as you can” or "as 
soon as possible,” or something of that 
sort. 

Don’t use the ending “very truly 
yours," In anything but a business 
letler. It Is no longer the right end- 
ing for social purposes or letters be- 
tween personal friends. 

Don’t use the ending "respectfully 
yours" lu ordinary business corre- 
spondence. It is the correct ending In 
an official or business letter addressed 
to the President, It might properly be 
used In addressing the vice president 
or Justice of tin* Supreme court, but 
to use It simply because you are writ- 
ing to someone whom you wish to do 
business with has an air of too great 
obsequiousness.

F EW words nrc more frequently mis- 
used than "mad" aid "angry." It 
must he confessed, however, (hut there 
Is some excuse for the misuse of the 
words, since many psychologists hold 
that It Is dlllb'ult to tell, when the emo- 
tions of a (sirson are u roused, Just 
where anger ends anil madness begins. 
But In grammar there Is u sharp dis- 
tinction between "ungry" and “mud."

A person who Is 
insane Is mud, but a person whose 
mull Is delayed is not mud, but mere- 
ly angry. There Is a figurative use of

FIND STIR S MEDIC AL WORLD 

Discovery of Properties of Tree Grow- 
ing in Bengal May Be of Im- 
mense Importance. 

Investigations are being made Into 
the medicinal properties of a forest 
tree Indigenous to purts of Bihar and 
Bengal that recall the circumstances 
under which quinine became known to 
the world as u remedy for malarial 
fever, says the Chamber of Commerce 
Journal (Calcutta). The late civil 
surgeon of Itunchl, Lieut. Col. J. C. S. 
Vaughan, having noticed the occur- 
rence of u large number of cases of 
malignunt malaria and hluckwater 
fever In that district, made Inquiries 
among the aboriginal tribes to find 
whether they used any local plant as 
a cure for these diseases. It appears 
that there is a tree whose loaves, bark 
and root are nil used, nnd experi- 
ments that have been made with the 
leaves raise the hope that they may 
prove to be a valauhle addition to our 
stock of drugs for use in the tropics. 

The tree Ih known bv various ver- 
nacular names, hut Its IffdanletW name 
Is Vltex peduneularis. It Is found not 
only In Chota Nagpur hut also in 
eastem Bengal and the Khasla Terai. 
The simplest way to use It Is to mnke 
an Infusion of the leaves — one ounce 
of leaves to forty ounces of Infusion. 
The effect has been found to vary, but 
this Is true of quinine as well, und of 
most other drugs. In most rases 
larger doses or stronger Infusions 
proved effective where the ordinary 
treatment had failed, and microscopic 
examination proved that the malarial 
parasites disappeared from the blood 
under the influence of the treatment. 

Mephlstopheles. 

The names given In the Bible to 
Mephlstopheles dark power are Abad- 
don, Apollyon, Beelzebub, Satan and 
devil. Mephlstopheles Is not among 
them. There were muglc books In 
the Sixteenth century dealing with 
legends of demons In which writers 
occasionally liked to dip when It suit- 
ed their purpose to revel In the oceul: 
und to give a touebrific effect to tlieir 
work. It lent a fascinating and fear- 
some flavoring to a drama or poem 
to borrow from demonology. Ije Sage 
scored a bit when he made Asinodeus 
the hero of his “Ia* Dlable Bolteaux." 
translated as "The Devil on Two 
Sticks." This Individual, uuexjiectedly 
freed from a bottle wherein he has 
I ieen corked up for centuries, makes 
an Interesting companion fiv the young 
student of Alcala who liberated him.

THE EDITORS VISIT CUBA 

One of the side trips of the Nation- 
al Editorial Association while in 
Florida was a three-days visit in 
Cuba, tho trip being made by steam*': - 
from Miami via Key West. The 
editor of the Gaaette-Transcript now 
regret* that he did not include Cuba 
tu his itinerary, being much interested 
in the report of Editor I. M. Marshall 
of Manchester, Mass., which is repro- 
duced below'. He writes: 

I lost no time now In getting on 
deck and watched with keenest into* 
est tho nearer approach to Hnvanna, 
passing Morro Oaetle on our left; tlie 
details of the shore line became dear- 
er and we noted that all the buildings 
appeared to be wholly of done or 
concrete and white and of entirely 
different architecture than anything 
wo had ever seen before and most 
picturesque. 

Landing was effected at the nock in 
due time and we were relieved to 
find that our Cuban friends sttll held 
charge of us having a motorcade 
drawn up at the pier to take ub to 
our hotels, tho party on account of its 
size being divided among a number 
of hotels my assignment being to tho 
Sevilla, ^ie finest in the city. 

By the time we were quartered it 
was 9 o'clock and we* were hungry so 
we tried the. dining room but service 
was too slow for hungry folks and we 
"beat” it out for a restaurant, and we 
had a glorious time in getting that 
first breakfast In Havana. It was ab- 
solutely impossible to find anyone 
anywhere who could speak a word of 
English and also impossible to find 
a restaurant that did not have a bar 
accompaniment, in fact the _bar was 
the most conspicuous feature of the 
landscape; they were everywhere and 
there were no swinging doors to con- 
ceal them either. 

This being a hot country there 
were no doors at all and gtdewalk 
life was the rule just as it 1 b seen ic 
Paris. Getting desperate we made a 
stab at the first place that looked at 
all promising and then came the 
battle royal for something to eat. 
The proprietor was tho acme of 
politeness and patience; we will give 
. him credit for that much but he was 
hopeless as regards English, and I 
t was Just as hopeless as regards Span 
ieh. Away back in my younger days 
I have a dim recollection of taking 
n few lessons in walking Spanish but 
my education in talking Spanish was 
sadly neglected. My ignorance of 
that language was only equaled by 
that of the Cubans of the English 
language and between the two it 
looked like hard times ahead. 

But I quickly discovered that there 
is a universal language known as the 
sign language and I immediately put 
this to work and by using a good deal 
of strategy I managed to get a fairly 
good breakfast. 

'* My butter was brought on in a 
little gass Jar about the size of a 
small bottle of vaseline and of about 
the same consistency; the milk was 
evaporated and put up In Wisconsin, 
U. S. A. and tlie coffee was served 
in an immense tumbler eight or nine 
inches high and first filled three- 
quarters full with hot milk from a 
container the proprietor held in one 
hand and then poured in the coffee 
from a similar container held in the 
other hand, and we tasted,— and It 
was delicious. 

We stayed three days In Havana 
and had many novel experiences but 
this first meal was one of the most 
interesting experiences of all for we 
soon caught on how to order even 
though no one could speak a word 
of Spanish and by the third day we 
had even fonnd where some of the 
best places were and rf-iccs moat 
reasonable. We had hoard some very 
alarming stories of tlie prices charged 
for food but for the most part they 
were greatiy exaggerated: wo found 
the cafes fairly reasonable, not much 1 
higher than at home, but at the 
hotels the better class get enormous 
prices And find plenty of people 
ready and willing to pay them. 

Our first formal function in Cuba 
came the Saturday morning of our 
arrival at 11.30 shortly after getting 
[ our wonderful (?) breakfast; this 
i »'as a reception at the Royal palace 
t where our party was received by 
President Mario Menocal, who for- 
mally welcomed us to Cuoa and it 
was pleasing to note that he spoke 
English fluently. The reception was 
1 kold in a very large room rich beyond 
description in its gold and mural dec- 
orations and the floor covered with 
rich oriental rugs. In general appear- 
ance It closely resembled tlie famous 
Peace Conference room at Versailles 
as 1 remember it from nublished 
illustrations. 1 Hospitality was dis- 
pensed liberally here after the man- 
ner of the Cubbn c^pitol.

Burglar Hilled and 

Two Pals Captured 


Burglaries Too Numerous 

At East Weymouth 


William B. Henrich, (he owner of 
the gas Ailing station at the Junction 
of Washington and Main streets, re 
grets very much that he killed a man 
at his station enrly Sunday morning, 
hut Weymouth people think he did a 
very good Job, when single handed he 
caught all three men who attempted 
to rob him. His station is in a very 
lonely place and on the night of the 
robbery did not have a telephone. 

Several times lately the station hao 
been burglarized, the mosit recent 
case being several gallons of gasoline. 
About 10 o’clock last Saturday night 
the three men who came to grief 
called at the station of Mr. Henrich, 
the only man present at the time 
being William SJostedt. an employee, 
llowles (who was killed later) had 
some talk with him while the other 
two acted in a suspicious manner. 
In fact SJostedt was suspicious of all 
three and 15 minut.es after they de- 
parted called the attention at an 
officer to them and he started in 
pursuit, but without success. 

When Mr. Henrich came he wns 
told of the occurrence and he resolved 
to watch out. It was after one o'clock 
when the station was closed that night 
and Henrich hid himself in the woods 
nearby. About 3 o'clock he saw an 
auto approach and pass toward Wey- 
mouth. but it came back and stopped 
on Washington street Just beyond 
his garage. 

Two men got out and helped them- 
selves to some old tires left in the 
rear of the oil Btation and carried 
them to their automobile. Then Hem- 


hich appeared on the scene and or- 
dered them to stop. At this they 
al tempted to get away in the nuto- 
nioTdle, but Henrich llml two shot3 
alter them and it hit Bowles in the 
head; rendering him unconscious. 

The other men stopped and surrend- 
dered'and Henrich rushed them to the 
police station at East Weymouth. 
Officer Boyle returned with him and 
found Bowles still in an unconscious 
condition. First aid treatment was 
given at tlie office of Dr. Mullen and 
hr was rushed to the Quincy City 
Hospital, hut he died about 5 A. M. 

All three of the men resided In 
Rockland. Bowles, who wns klilled, 
was about 25, wns married and had 
four children, but did not live with 
his wife, who was Miss Helena Stew- 
art. They separated about three 
months ago. 

The two men who were arrested 
gave their names as Thomas Me- 
Auliffe, aged 21, and Fred V. McCaf- 
frey, aged 18. They were bailed out 
of Weymouth lockup on Sunday. Botn 
were* arrainged in the District court 
at Quincy on Monday for larceny and 
bound over until Sept. 1. McAuliffe 
was also held on the charge of operat- 
ing an automobile without a license 
and without lights. 

The automobile used by the- three 
men was an old, broken-down road- 
ster of about 1900 model. It had not 
been registered this year and had 
only one number plat€< — 152,257 Mass. 
1919. The police were informed today 
that the car was seen at midnight 
Saturday and recognized by other

Mr. La 
Pointe believes that he could identify 
his assailants as he says that be Baw 
one of them in a certain part of the 
town in the afternoon of the holdup. 
Mr._ LaPointe was attended by Di. 
Solshess. Sergeant Butler was noti- 
fied and along witi’ the other oases 
he is giving them a thorough investi- 
gation.

The undertaking of a visit to the 
White Moutains usually presents to 
the ordinary family a mountain o. 
expense whose grade is at a greater 
angle than t he up-hill climb of the 
Crawford Notch, and looming too 
steep for the average jpocketbook. So 
it looked to us until we decided to 
let "Littlo Henry” and a tent solve 
the problem. 

An evening spent with t lie Green 
Book) and Blue Book and various maps 
in red and yellow gave us a definite 
itinerary for each of five days and 
a total of 480 miles. Tills plan care- 
fully worked out as to probable camp- 
ing grounds was afterwards strictly 
adhered to. 

Tires were looked over, properly 

indated, brakes and battery tested, 

springs oiled, spark plugs cleaned, 

ell and water supplied and nine gal- 

lons of gas in the tank. 

As to the camping arrangements we 
carried tent and bedding wrapped in 
canvas on the running board, cans of 
solid ftlcohol, soups of various kind, 
chicken and fish and a good suppliy 
of crackers, jams, cookies, bacon, eggs, 
butter etc., with extra winter clothing 
in the back compartment of the car 
a Ford coupe. 

The start was made in the middle 
of Monday afternoon and taking the 
most direct route thru Boston we 
struck me Newburyport turnpike in 
Everett. This road is shalght and 
unusually good most of the way with 
the exception of the long detour thru 
Peabody with Its fine homes, historic 
buildings and smell of leather. Com- 
ing on to the turnpike again we fol- 
lowed Its many curves, 'mostly verti* 
cal, for the road lay . like a ribbon 
isro w. the top of this pretty billy 
country. . , 

Passing thru Newburyport, after 20 
miles of fine straight road and leav- 
ing the old Bay state we were soon 
in Portsmouth. N. H. Here without 
stop we took the yellow-pole marked 
route for Bretton Woods. The town 
of Newington must keep its tax rate 
low by Its saving of traffic cops— it 
needs none. Had Dante included in 
bis "Inferno” a refined retribution for 
weed maniacs, lie could not have 
done better than to have taken a 
piece of Newington road with the 
penalty of even 25 miles per hour in 
a Ford. 

A loquacious matron took our toi! 
at the old-fashioned coevred bridge 
over the Piscatoqua river and directed 
us to the camping grounds on Huckle- 


berry hill ut Mover Point. Fifteen 
cents secured a pine grove for the 
night not a great distance from the 
hotel crowded with guests. Dlstanco 
travelled for the day 81 miles. 

While two members of the party 
were pitching the tent, the third wns 
engaged in preparing snipper. This 
consisted of chicken salad, sandwich- 
es, cookies, hot coffee from tin; the. 
1110 s bottle and oranges, oaten while 
the sun was casting Its last long 
rays over the wide expanse of the 
Piscatnqua rive- and bay. 

True woodman’s stylo our sleeping 
accommodations were of homo-made 
sleeping bags, three layers of thick 
canvas turned up and pinned around 
quilt, blankets and auto robe, tho 
whole laid upon pine needles anil long 
grass piled together. 

What each felt and thought of I ho 
hard bed he kept to himself for was 
it not the Hi's! night of adventure anu 
our courage must ho kept up for who 
knew what tests of endurance! 
Whether it was the copious use of 
citroneJla or Just pur good fortune, we 
were not troubled with niosquitos 
throughout tho trip.

De Valera Rejects the British 
Offer and Oail Eireann 
Debates the Plan. 

PEACE OR WAR FOR IRISH? 


Bolsheviks Haggling Over American 
Relief Terms — Tax Revision Bill In 
the House — Ansell, Hunt and 
Creason Accused of Con- 
spiracy in Bergdoll Case. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Irelund occupied the center of the 
world stage last week, and at this 
writing It is uncertain whether she 
will gain peace by accepting the Brit- 
ish government's offer of dominion 
rule, or adopt the Irreconcilable utti- 
tude of De Valera and the other Sinn 
Fein leaders and thereby probably 
bring upon herself a suicidal war with 
Great Britain. In the closing days of 
the week Dull Eireann, the Sinn Fein 
parliament, was In secret session de- 
itlng the momentous problem. There 
as a slight chance that It would not 
dorse De Valera's rejection of the 
oyd George offer, and another 
chance that the plan would be sub- 
mitted to n plebiscite by which the 
people of southern Ireland might In- 
struct their lenders to accept the do- 
minion rule offer. 

It was made evident that the Sinn 
Felners were trying to bring Ulster in- 
to accord with the South so that the 
conversations with the British govern- 
ment might be renewed and possibly 
n counter offer made to Lloyd George. 
The attitude hitherto assumed by Sir 
James Craig and his colleagues did 
not promise well for the success of 
that effort. Indeed, Ulster has been 
the stumbling block all through the 
negotiations. 

To the unprejudiced mind the Brit- 
ish offer seems extremely liberal, giv- 
ing to Ireland equal membership as u 
dominion In the British empire, with 
full control of its linunces, posts, army 
and Internal government, and demand- 
ing little except loyalty to the em- 
pire, control of the seus about Ireland 
and certain military and uviution 
rights. It was specified, also, thut 
coercion should uot be employed 
against Ulster, and Ik* Valeru bus de- 
clared southern Ireland can be brought 
Into un Irish (jominlon without the 
use of force. lie meant by the use 
of the commercial boycott and simi- 
lar measures, but General Smuts is 
confident that time and experience 
will bring about the same result ami- 
cably. 

In uddressing Dali Eireann, De 
Valera declared Lloyd George hud not 
offered to Irelaud the status of u do- 
minion government, because no Ire- 
land wus mentioned In the terms, only 
two broken pieces of Irelund ; and be- 
cause dominions have the right to 
aecede, but Ireland must sluy within 
the empire whether or not It wishes 
to do so. Said be: “Only on a basis 
of our recognition us uu Irish repub- 
lic will we deal with any nation or 
foreigu country whatever. The only 
government the people of Ireland rec- 
ognize is the ministry of the Dali 
Eireanu. 

lie bitterly scored the British gov- 
ernment. declaring it was practically 
Impossible to negotiate with it be- 
cause of Its “lack of principle," and 
cited the many "inconsistencies" of 
Lloyd George; but the reservations in 
his speech, expressed and implied, 
seemed to leuve the way open for 
further negotiations. 

Although Lloyd George declared bis 
offer was the utmost the British gov- 
ernment could make, it Is Just possible 
a way may be found to satisfy the 
Irish principle of independence. Dub- 
lin correspondents call attention to 
the fact that England already nas 
practically recognized Uie existence of . 
the Irish republic by the dealings of 
ibe premier with De Valera and in 
■nan) other minor particulars There- 
fore. th/y hold, Dali Eireann. Instead 
at accepting Lloyd George's proposals, 
■sight offer the same terms to Great 


Britain by a treaty aa between two 
free and Independent nations. 

One thing Is fairly certain : If the 
British offer comes to naught and war- 
fare Is resumed, the British govern- 
ment will stnrt lu whole-heartedly to 
“clean up the Emerald Isle," and that 
with the prnctlcully unanimous sup- 
port of the people of the rest of the 
empire. All factions In the United 
Kingdom now admit that the premier 
has made a sincere effort to pacify 
Ireland and right her wrongs, und If 
he feels compelled to defend the gov- 
ernment's position by force of urms, 
his course will be generally Justified. 
Throughout the world the real friends 
of Irelund who have been watching 
her struggle with Interest and concern 
will regret deeply the Irreconcilability 
of her leaders. Alreudy the British 
are preparing for a possible resump- 
tion of hostilities. 

The League of Nations council will 
meet In Geneva probably on August 27 
to consider the Silesian problem, and 
Premier Brlnnd Is quoted as saying it 
undoubtedly will be able to settle the 
disputed questions conformably with 
the terms and spirit of the peace 
treaty. Its labors may be lightened 
by the present attitude of the Ger- 
mnn industrial and political leaders 
ond the Polish labor representatives 
In Upper Silesia. They have held 
secret conference In Knttowitz and 
pledged co-operntlon In the Interest of 
their “common motherland." It was 
believed they would petition the 
league council to settle the Silesian 
trouble promptly by giving Upper 
Silesln all to Polnnd or all to Ger- 
many. All the conferees were op- 
posed to (he further use of force. 
Germans and Polish Irregulnr troops 
had o fight near the villages of 
Stemnlltz and Kostellltz, and the Ger- 
mans killed 24 Poles and drove the 
rest ncross the frontier. 

The Greeks”resiimcfi lust week tlielr 
| offensive against the Turkish national- 
ists, and four strong columns advanced 
far toward the Kemnllst seat of gov- 
ernment at Angora while a fifth 
moved north toward Ismld, which the 
Turks were said to he evacuating. It 
was reported again that the national- 
ists also were giving up Angora. The 
Turks made a stand at the ancient 
city of Gordluin, near the confluence 
of the Pursak and Sakurla rivers, 
which was used as n concentration 
camp by Alexander the Great when he 
invaded Perslu. 

It Is almost Incredible, but true 
nevertheless, that the Bolshevik rul- 
ers of Russia were still haggling Inst 
week over the terms on which Ameri- 
cans should be permitted to undertake 
the relief of the starving and pest- 
stricken millions of the Volga valley 
and southern Russia. Day after day 
Maxim Lltvlnoflf. bend of the soviet 
fninlne relief commission, fenced with 
Walter L. Brown, chief of the Euro- 
pean section of the American relief 
administration, yielding slowly and 
reluctantly to Mr. Brown’s demands, 
suspicious like Ills fellow Bolsheviks 
that any foreigners admitted to Rus- 
sia will take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to conspire to overthrow the 
soviet regime. At this writing Llt- 
vlnoflf has given In on all points save 
one. He still Insists that the Bol- 
sheviks shall have the right to limit 
the number of relief workers and to 
expel any of them. Meanwhile the 
Russians are dying like files for lack 
of food and medicines. 

It Is Interesting to note that soviet 
Russia has abandoned prohibition. A 
decree has lieen Issued permitting the 
manufacture and sale of beverages 
containing up to 14 per cent of al- 
cohol. which will be heavily taxed. 
Nationalization of real estate also has 
been dropped and Individuals are now 
permitted to buy houses or land from 
the government. Having made pretty 
much of s wreck of the country. I>enln 
and Trotzky are gradually receding , 
from their Impossible position 

China has cordially accepted the In- 
vitation to the disarmament confer- 
ence in Washington, and Japun's note 
of acceptance has been prepared and 
submitted to the cabinet in Tokyo for 
approval. The Japanese reply. It Is 
understood, asks limitation on the | 
questions to be discussed. The ac- 
ceptance of France, which was a mere 
formality, also was received early In 
the week together with the assur- 
ance of Premier Brland that he will 


i accompany the French delegation. 
President Harding hns named two of 
the American delegates — Secretary of 
8tate Hughes and Senator Lodge. 
That the administration will not make 
the conference the occasion for Invlsh 
expenditures Is assured by Its request 
for an appropriation of only $200,000 
for expenses of the meeting. Of 
course the Republicans took advantage 
of their chance to make comparisons 
with the huge sum expended by Pres- 
ident Wilson and bis pence commis- 
sion In Europe. 

Mr. Dresel, our commissioner in 
Berlin, hns been busy negotiating the 
terms of the pence treaty with Ger- 
many, and 1ms run ngnlnst several 
snags, among them a renewed opposi- 
tion on the pnrt of Germany to ad- 
mit Its sole blame for the war. Amer- 
ica reserves to Itself all the advan- 
tages accruing under the treaty of 
Versailles, and Germany demands sev- 
eral things, Including restoration of 
all German property seized In Amer- 
ica or the proceeds of the sab* of 
such property. 

The tax revision bill was Introduced 
Into the house und the tight for Its 
adoption begun promptly under a spe- 
cial rule which provided for final ac- 
tion nt throe o’clock Saturday after- 
noon. There was .little doubt that the 
measure would be passed almost as 
reported, hut there was a chance that 
It might be chnnged In one Importaut 
respect. Just before It was Introduced 
the Republican members of the house. 
In caucus ordered thnt It be altered 
to provide that repeal of the excess 
profits tax, substitution of an In- 
creased corporation tax and reduction 
of the higher Individual surtaxes 
should becoqje effective on Income of 
the calendar year 1022 Instead of 
1921. This was not In accord with 
the desires of the administration, 
which believed the party was commit- 
ted to a revision of the tax laws 
which would apply to 1021 Income, and 
it was thought the action of the 
caucus might he reversed. The Dem- 
ocratic members of the house also 
caucused and voted to fight the tax 
bill, declaring in a resolution that it 
Is “subversive of tin* principle thnt 
should govern taxation for the sup- 
port of tills government" and tlmt it 
“relieves profiteers and taxpayers of 
large incomes from their Just share 
of the load of taxation and leaves an 
unfair portion of the burden to be 
borne by the people of moderate 
means." Fifty-two Democratic mem- 
bers did not attend the party caucus. 

In a majority report of a special 
Investigating committee filed with the 
house of representative last week, 
Snmuel T. Ansel, former aeting Judge 
ndvoente general of the army; Ool. 
John E. Hunt and Col. f\ C. Cresson 
were charged with conspiracy in con- 
nection with the escape of Grover ('. 
Bergdoll, the most despicable of the 
draft evaders. Ansell, It Is charged, 
w.»s the master mind In the plot by 
which Bprgdoll. whose attorney he 
was, was released from military prison 
under guard to dig up a pot of gold, 
and the report recommends that he he 
disbarred from practicing In tin* courts 
of the nation “above whose safety and 
Integrity he placed gold Colonel 
Hunt Is held directly responsible for 
the escape of Bergdoll h4*cause he 
neglected to have him handcuffed and 
adequately guarded: and Colonel Cres- 
son I* severely criticized for bis “pre- 
tense of prosecution” of Colonel Hunt, 
who was tried by rourt-mnrtlul. The 
majority report was signed by Repre- 
senfativees Luhrlng of Indiana. Repub- 
lican. and Flood of Virginia and 
Johnson of Kentucky. Democrats. 
Chairman Peters of Maine and McAr- 
thur of Oregon. Republicans, submit- 
ted a minority report dissenting from 
most of the findings of the majority. 

The held of athletic sports provided 
a minor sensation In the breakdown 
of Suzanne Lenglen, famous French 
tenuis player, while she was contend- 
ing with Mrs. Molla Mallory, Ameri- 
can champion, in the women’s national 
championship tournament at Forest 
Hills. I.. I. Mile Lenglen, who had 
landed only a day or so before, was 
suffering from a severe cough and 
after Mrs. Mallory had won the first 
set and two points of the second, the 
French girl quit, weepiug, and de- 
faulted. It is l>elieved that these two 
remarkable players will have another 
match before Suzanne returns home

DAIRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS. 

The month of August usually brings 
a dull market, weather conditions, the 
vacation season, und earlier advances In 
prices frequently making dealers consi- 
der trade exceptionally dull, und so far 
tills year has not been an exception. 

Statistically, the butter market appears 
in a stiong position, but trade lias slowed 
up. dealers have used stocks purchased 
on a lower market, and actual business 
lias been very light so prices have bad to 
go lower to clean up. Most all grades 
have shared In the decline, cooler weath- 
er bringing more tine butter and this 
selling off 1-Jc to 43-46c, and under- 
grades going to :i7-40c. 

More of the holdi is of egg stocks aro 
trying to realise on tlielr Investment, and 
w-lth a good profit In view, many are In- 
clined to sell now rather than clutnco 
the long season, so the more free offer- 
ings have resulted In an easier market 
and a decline. The finest mnrks suitable 
for hennery trade liuve gone slightly 
higher to 50-60c, but this appears extreme. 
Medium grades have dropped to 33-3&C 
for firsts. 26-34)0 for seconds and around 
40c for graded lines. 

Poultry prices have hold their own all 
week. Chickens are more plentiful, still 
going at 43-65c as to quality, broilers 
have held at 40-43c, and good fowl have 
sold well at 38-41c. Roosters still bring- 
ing 20c. 

FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 

Trading was unusually quiet, and then* 
was a very little buying demand even at 
the low prices nt which some lines wars 
offered. There were practically no prlto 
advances, and several Important lines. 
Including sweet corn, cucumbers, potatoes, 
sweet potatoes and tomatoes, were lower. 

Native Uruvcnsteins apples Were steady 
at It. 60-3.00 and Williams at *2.00-3.60 
a bushel. Maine unclassified Williams 
brought 16.50-7.00 u barrel. 

Native green and wax beans were un- 
changed ut $1.00-2.26 and shell beans at 
$1.00-1.25 a bushel. Maine and Nova 
y 'Ha blueberries brought 25-30c a quart, 
while most native berries sold a nickel 
lower. 

Native bunched beets were unchanged 
nt 40-50c and bunched carrots at 
$1.00 a bushel. Sweet corn was 25c lower, 
selling at 50-75c a bushel for - white and 
C0-85c for yellow. 

Native cucumbers were $1.50 lower at 
$1.00-3.50 a bushel. A cur of New York 
state cucumbers arrived Friday and 
brought $1.60 a bushel bnsket. 

Native lettuce was dull nt 25c-$1.00 a 
bushel. Connecticut Valley onions were 
firm at mostly $3 00 per 100 lbs suck, 
while native onions brought $1.25-1.35 a 
bushel. 

PoGitoes were plentiful and lower. New 
Jersey Cobblers selling $3.26-3.60 per 100 
lbs. sack. The first car of Maine pota- 
toes arrived Tuesday and sold at $3.50 
per 100 pounds, but later In the week , 
the price fell to $3.30. 

Native tomatoes sold at less than half 
of lust week's prices, closing at 75c-$1.26 
a bushel. Norfolk turnips were $1 00 
lower at $2.50-3.00 per 150_ pound sack. 
The quality was ordinary us a result of * 
the dry weather In July. 

The only robbery reported to the po- 
lice during the whole Plymouth Ter- 
centenary celebration took place on 
Saturday evening during the pageant 
hours, when the home of Mrs. John 
Jordon and Miss Lizzie F. Morton on 
Sandwich st. was entered and a gold 
watch, some jewelry and a sum of 
money was taken. 

Testimony offered at a hearing be- 
fore Deputy Health Commissioner P. 
H. Mullowney on a petition of the 
Italy-Boston Importing Company for 
a poultry slaughter house at 77-79 
Fulton street. Boston, brought out the 
fact that lioenscs issued without 
charge by the health department for , 
such places are worth $20,000 to the 
holders. Dr Mullowney declared that 
the negotiations leading to the peti- 
tion constituted a “hold-up." 

Secretary of War Weeks has or- 
dered that seven army cantonments 
be vacated as soon as practicable af- 
ter Sept. 1, and the surplus buildings 
sold. In the last Bix weeks the army 
has been reduced by more than 62,000 
men and the total number of enlisted 
men is now approximately 155,000. He 
added that there are sufficient applica- 
tions on hand to make up the addl- 
ional 5000 reduction necessary to bring 
up the army to the 150,000 mark. Tha 
seven cantonments ordered vacated 
are: Camp Devens, Massachusetts; 
Camp Sherman. Ohio; Camp Pike, 
Arkansas; Camp Gran, Illinois; Camp 
Jackson, South Carolina! Camp Bragg, 
North Carolina, and Camp Meade, 
Maryland 

The Boston city election commis- 
sioners have received for prallinwiary 
certification two initiative petitions of 
Simon Swig and others for changes in 
the state hanking laws. The first pe- 
tition was for a law to provide that a 
depositor of a savings bank or of any 
' savings institution having no share- 
holders shall he a member of tbe cor- 
: poration with the right to vote al 
meetings of the corporation, to hold 
office therein and to enjoy tbe other 
| privileges of membership In such a 
corporation. The other petition was 
for a law to establish a "depositors’ 
guarantee fund" in order "to conserve, 
protect and guarantee savings de- 
posits.” This would provide that 
trust companies and other savings in- 
stitutions shall pay to the state treas- 
urer an assessment equal to 5 per 
cent of the average daily savings de- 
posits. such assessment to be payable 
at tbe rate of one-fourth of 1 per cent 
a year until the total of 6 per cent is 
paid. 

Tbe action against tbe directors of 
the Cosmopolitan Trust Company, 
Boston, by Bank Commissioner Allen 
is the first suit of its kind to be insti- 
gated by a hank commissioner in Mas- 
sachusetts. It is also the largest. If 
successful it will probably allow the 
settlement of all claims on a basis 
of 10 cents on the dollar iu both sav- 
ings and commercial departments. It 
is hinted that the auit is the forerun- 
ner of others against tbe hoards of 
directors of other financial inatitutioos 
now in the hands of the hank commis- 
sioner

"You are lonely, I think," lie said. 

And as we sat there, In tlu» small 
cafe, ho told me bow, rather than sub- 
mit to Mng.vnrl ration under tbe I laps- 
burg regime, he refused to study till 
the day when his fond dream came 
true and be set out for America. 

After his arrival In tbe United 
States lie went to night school, and, 
judging from the quality nf tils Eng- 
lish, he profited well from the privi- 
lege. 

"Nobody forced me to learn Eng- 
lish," he explained; "I did It because 
I wanted to. English la a very ’prac- 
ttsebe’ language, anil 1 wanted to bo 
an American through nnd through, so 
I worked hard at night to learn. I 
got tny first papers nil right, nnd then 
1 came hack for a visit. Then came 
the war, and I had to stay."

BELONGED TO MEDICI FAMILY 

Well-Known Pawnbrokers’ Sign Once 
the Heraldic Device of House 
Famous in History. 

During the Middle ngos the Lom- 
bards mnile a practice of lending 
money at Interest. The Medici family 
was the first to turn the practice Into 
a profession. 

Many years before, Avernrdo de Me- 
dici, a commander who served with 
distinction under Charlemagne the 
Great, killed the giant Mugclln, whose 
club hnd throe Iron balls attached to 
It In order that it might be a mow 
effective weapon. For this reason the 
family of tbe Medlel adopted tbe three 
hnlls, gilded, ns the heraldic device fin 
tlielr cont-of-nrms, and the appearance 
of this insignia soon came to be rec- 
ognized ns n symbol for money-lend- 
ing. 

Incidentally, the name of tbe Medlel 
family hns been Dirt her perpetuated 
through the word “medicine" a trib- 
ute to the skill of the members of 
tills house In the art of healing. 

Prodigies of the Past. 

Long before the war It was stated 
that a man was too old at forty. But 
now It looks likely that soon the cry 
will he “too old at fifteen !’’ 

* A small hoy of eight summers re- 
cently tackled twenty or thirty of the 
bi?st chess plnyers In the world, set- 
ting them all problems they could not 
tnekle; another child nppenrs on the 
scene, who, nt tlie age of seven or 
eight, pens n diary, which the greatest 
literary lights describe as wonderful :

Freight by Air.

In 15 
months, the record shows, 82,000 pas- 
sengers mul 200.000 pounds of freight 
traveled 1,000,000 miles In 48.000 
flights. Tlie t ran sne eon passenger 
schedule, which was so confidently 
predicted as almost ready several 
years ago, Is still remote, but It Is a 
fact that n round trip from Ixmdon to 
Paris (574 miles) can be mude In six 
hours Instead of twenty-four, at a cost 
of about $00 for plane, against $40 by 
rail. The aero company which Is op- 
erating a passenger service between 
Key West und Havana, charges $150 
for one passenger one way from New 
Y'ork to Boston (200 miles). 

Rabbit Leather. 

Samples of rahhlt leather ri*ocntly 
sent to this country from Australia 
have been examined und test«*d by the 
Rolled States bureau of standards, 
with u view to determining tlie utlllzu- 
billty of sueh skins for shoe uppers or 
other purposes. 

Tbe leather wa» found to have only 
about one-fourth the strength of calf- 
skin and to teur rather easily. It has a 
great advantage In point of cheapness 
and might perhaps serve for uppers of 
fancy shoes that are not expected to 
stund much wear. The experts are of 
the opinion that It could he used to 
advantage for linings and novelties.

PROBLEMS OH TR1H SM1SSI0N 

It la a Serious Mistake to Permit Car 

to Gain Too Much Speed Before 
Changing Combinations — 

Good Method Outlined. 

One of the marks of a good driver 
la the manner In which ho handles 
tho genr shifting lover. Of course, 
the design of tho clutoh has a great 
deal to do with easy gear shifting, 
but even with this advantage a oer- 
taln amount of practice Is necessary 
In order to shift tho gears deftly with- 
out noise or clashing. 

The transmission Is made up of a 
series of gears, mounted on the main 
shaft and the countershaft, with the 
Idler gear mounted on the transmis- 
sion case. The first speed, second 
speed and reverse combinations are 
simply three sets of reduction gears 
with various ratios, to give the mo- 
tor a greater leverage against the 
driving mechanism when required. 
High speed Is direct drive, which 
means thnt tho profiler shaft re- 
volves at the same rate of speed ns 
the motor crankshaft. The various 
gears are brought Into play by moving 
the gear shifting lever to tho proper 
positions. 

Power Is Disconnected. 

When the clutch pedal Is pressed 
all the wuy down the power of the 
motor Is disconnected from the trans- 
mission system, which releases the 
pressure of the gear teeth against 
each other and makes It possible to 
ahlft the gears easily. Also, when 
the geur shifting lever Is In neutral 
position the power Is disconnected 
from the reur driving mechanism, be- 
cause none of the transmission gears 
are In mesh. 

The whole theory of gear shifting 
may be summed up In the statement 
that the two gears about to be meshed 
Bhould be revolved slowly and ns 
nearly as possible at the same rate 
of speed. If one Is revolving much 
faster than the other It Is difficult to 
shift without clnshlng. 

How to Get Good Results. 

It Is a mistake, for the ubove rea- 
sons, to let the car guln too great a 
speed before shifting Into a higher 
combination. The following method 
will be found to give good results: 

With the throttle closed and the 
spark lever about half-way down the 
quadrant, so thnt the engine Idles 
slowly, throw out the clutoh and put 
the gear shifting In first-speed posi- 
tion. Engage the clutch slowly, at 
the same time pressing down on the 
accelerator pedal gradually. Let the 
car attain a speed of about four or 
five miles an hour and then throw out 
the clutch, removing the right foot 
entirely from the accelerator pedal. 
Push the lever slightly forwurd Into 
neutral position, then clear to the 
left and forward Into second speed. 
Let the clutch In gently, as before, 
and accelerate the speed of the car 
to about eight or ten miles an hour, 
when the clutch should be aguln dis- 
engaged, the foot removed from the 
accelerator and the genr shifting lev- 
er pulled straight back Into high speed 
position. 

All of these motions should be made 
deliberately without haste. 


TIRE CHANGES ARE FAVORED 

It la Well to Replace Rear Tlrea With 
Front Ones and Also to 
Reverse Sides. 

After the rear tires have wom con- 
siderably, Interchange with the front 
tires. It Is also good to reverse sides. 
The tractive strain on the rear wheels 
makes it advisable to place new tires 
on the rear wheels, moving the old 
ones forward. Some of the greatest 
mileage records known have been 
gained In this way. 


PASSAGE OF AUTO 


Vehicle Pass Over 
Device. 

Door" la Counterwelqhted 8o That 
When Trip le Released, Weight 
Pulls Door Shut or Open aa 
May Be Desired by Driver. 

An easy-running garage or barn door 
may be arranged, as shown In the 
drnwlng. to close Itself as soon aa the 
rear wheels of a vehicle pass over the 
tripping device. The door Is counter- 
weighted so thnt, when the trip Is re 
dossed, the weight pulls the door shut. 
Tho trip, or release, consists of a 
hinged plank arranged, as Indicated, 
to engage with tho notched plate on 
the door; this plate has two notches, 
one of which engages with the plank 


A Simple Devioe That Automatically 
Cloaea Sliding Garage Doors After 
the Passage of a Vahleia. 

In the extreme open position. A 
spring on the underside of the plank 
holds It In engagement with the 
notches. In operation, the front wheel 
of the vehicle pushes the trip down 
and the door Is released until the 
catch engages In the second notch, 
which Is about 2 Inches back of the 
first. The rear wheel disengages tho 
catch from the second notch and the 
door rolls shut. The door travel 
should be ndjusted so that It will 
clear the car as It shuts. — Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. 


HARD TO GET PROPER IDLING 

Trouble Usually Caused By Spark 
Plug Gap Being Too Close — No 
Fault of Carburetor. 

Owners of cars containing small 
bore six-cylinder engines sometimes 
complain of the difficulty of obtaining 
proper Idling. The owner usually as- 
sumes that the carburetor Is at fault. 
As a matter of fu«*t, the trouble Is 
usually caused by the spark plug be- 
ing set too close. This causes the 
motor to roll when Idling; with all tl»e 
symptoms of loading. Hy Increasing 
the spark gaps and cleaning the plugs 
the trouble will he cured.

VEGETABLES PREPARED THE 

FRENCH WAY. 

The French, being masters in th* 
art of cooking and seasoning, observe 

a few rules which 

explains the deli- 
cacy of their 
dishes. 

All vegetable* 
are cleunetl and 
covered with cold 
water, except 
such vegetables 
as tomatoes, egg plant, corn or pens, 
which depend much on their fluvor for 
palatablllty. 

Then all vegetables, with few ex- 
ceptions, are cooked In boiling water, 
and the water is boiling when the veg- 
etable Is dropped In. At the end of 
the cooking period the vegetable Is 
carefully drained (except In cases 
where the vegetable Is cooked In a 
very small amount of water and the 
water 1 b used with seasonings ns a 
aauce to serve with it, for example, 
green peas, and all steam removed be- 
fore the seasonings are added. 

8tuffed Cabbage. — Select a small, 
hard head of cabbage and steam It or 
Ue In a cloth and cook until tender, 
natng salt in the water. When nearly 
tender enough, drain upside down and 
put Into It between the leaves or in a 
hollow made In the center the follow- 
ing filling: One cupful of chopped 
cooked ment, one cupful of soaked 
bread crumbs, one chopped onion, two 
tablespoonfuls of chopped parsley, one 
teaspoonful of thyme and a clove of 
garlic, finely minced, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt and a few dashes of pepper. 
Place In a steamer and cook until 
thoroughly tender. Serve a thin white 
sauce In which a half cupful of cheese 
has been grated. 

Tomato Canape.— -Cut thick slices of 
ripe round tomatoes and on each put 
a spoonful of the following: chopped 
hard-cooked egg yolk, mixed smooth 
with one or two anchovies for flavor, 
adding seasoning, onion juice, and 
aerve with a sprinkling of finely 
minced chives. 

Spinach With Gravy. — Steam or 
cook the spinach In the water which 
clings to the leaves. Drain and chop 
fine. Return the spinach to the heat, 
add two tablespoonfuls of butter and 
one tenspoonful of flour. When well 
mixed add one nnd one-half cupfuls 
of any ment gravy or a sauce made 
from bouillon cubes. Serve hot.

SOME SOUTHERN DISHES. 

The dishes of the South are differ- 
ent, many of them often because of 
different products ; the 
following, however, may 
be prepared in almost 
any section of the Uni- 
ted States: 

New Orleans Bisque. — 
Heat one cupful of milk, 
lacking a tublespoouful 
which is used to mix 
with a tablespoonful of 
cornstarch; stir until it bolls uud the 
cornstarch Is well cooked. Remove, 
strain and cool. Theu add two cup- 
fuls of thin creum, oue-hnlf cupful of 
sugur, u teaspoouful of vaullla and 
freeze in the usual way. When half 
frozen, stir In one dozen finely crum- 
bled macaroons. Finish freezing. 

Cucumber and Pimento Salad. — Pare 
a chilled cucumber and cut into match- 
like pieces. Remove the pimentoes 
from the can, rinse in cold water and 
cut into strips like the cucumbers. Use 
equal measures of ouch. Dress each 
separately with Freueh dressing with 
a little scraped onion added. Arrange 
In a salad bowl und serve with fish. 

Peppers a la Creole. — Take three 
large green peppers, three medium- 
sized tomatoes, six smull slices of bu- 
con, one teaspoonful of chopped onlou, 
one cupful of cooked rice, one tea- 
spoonful of suit, u few duslies of pep- 
per and three-foourtlis of a cupful of 
water. Cut the peppers in halves, re- 
move tlie seeds. Remove the skins 
and cores of the tomatoes ami cut into 
fine pieces. Try out the bacon which 
has been finely minced and brown the 
onions in the fat. Mix the tomutoea 
with the bacon, onion, rice und season- 
ings und fill the cavities of the |>cp|iets 
with the mixture. Surround the pep- 
pers with liot water and two table- 
spoonfuls of tbe drippings, cover and 
bake in a moderate oven. Remove the 
cover 15 minutes before taking from 
the oven; baste occasionally while 
baking. Serve hot. 

Tripe a la Creole. — Wash one aod 
one-half pounds of tripe in three 
waters, using soda In the last water. 
Boil the tripe until tender— about one 
and one-half hours— then cut with 
scissors into narrow strips. Brown 
two small sliced onions in two ruble- 
spoonfuls of fat. Add one red and 
•ue green pepper finely chopped, a bit 
of mace, six {«-pper corns, four all- 
spice, two and one fourth teaspoouful* i 
of salt, dash of pepper, and one quart I 
of tomato with one-half teuspoouful 
of soda and one teaspoonful of sugur. 
Simmer 20 minutes. Serve with hot 
boiled rice.

In tliD issue the Rev. William Ityd. , 
secretary of th-> Weymouth Historical 
Society, begins i. series of articles on 
the “Early History of Weymouth”, the 
second oldest town in Massachusetts. 
It is a brief introduction, leading up 
to the settlement of Weymouth in 
lt.22, when there was rivalry with 
Piynfouth and mure or less misrepro 
sontntions. 

Mr. Hyde writes: 

We have all recently been stirred 
by the celebration of the 300th anni- 
versary of the settlement of Plymouth 
and tile Pilgrims have been one of 
t he chief topics of the newspiiipers. 
There is u very close relation between 
Plymouth and Weymoi.th as the date 
of the first settlers in Weymouth is 
only two years later ilian Plymouth 
and some of the same men had to 
do with l)o tli places. 

The story of the varbus efforts to 
make a settlement on the coast of 
what is now Massachusetts is a very 
interesting one, hut in a short sketch 
like this we can only Mention them 
These attempts had a relation to 
Plymouth and Weymouth as they led 
nil to them and prepared the way for 
their success and therefoie should at 
least be mentioned. Them was the 
work of gir Francis Drase and Sli 
Walter Raleigh. The founding of the 
Fisheries Company, The London Com- 
pany and the Plymouth Company, 
Tlie special work these companies 
was the sending out of fishing vessels 
U the coasts of what is now New 
Foundland and the coast of Maine 
where fishing stations were estab- 
lished, to which vessels resorted year 
bv year. These companies were 
composed of business men interested 
in trade and colonization. There’ was 
also the Merchants Adventurers Com 
pany of London, and later the Council 
foi New England. 

Some of these companies were 
chartered, as for instance the London 
and Plymouth Companies, as early ai 
1006. The Council for New Englanl 
received its charter in 1620, and hat 
much to do with the colonization ct 
New England. The Virginia Com 
pany, later forming the London and 
Plymouth Companies, obtained its 
charter in 1603 and began the fouiu 
ing of Virginia in 1607. The reghn 
between the French and Spanish pts- 
sessions in North America at flr«t was 
called Virginia, but later the territory 
from Maine to Massachusetts was 
named North Virginia, and still later 
New England. 

In 1602 Bartholmew Gosnold in a 
si) ip called the “Concord” explored 
the coast of North Virginia and on 
May 14, 1602, lie was at what is now 
Cape Porpoise and the Nubble off 
Cape Neddick. Later he came to a 
Cape to which, because he caught a 
great quantity of cod fish, he gave 
the name Cape Cod. Sailing along 
t he coast, lie landed on an island on 
May 21, which lie called Martha's 
Vineyard. He next visited Gay Head, 
to which he gave the name Dover 
Cliff and on May 2S lie landed at 
Cuttyhunk, where lie built a small 
fort and remained till June 19. He 
planned to make ills headquarters 
l.ere and form a station or settlement, 
hut finding he had not provisions 
enough to carry him through the win- 
ter, lie loaded his vessel with cedar 
and sassafras and went hack to 
England. 

In 1603, Martin Pring with 54 men 
came out to North Virginia in the 
ships ‘‘Speedwell” ami “Discovery”, 
and after some exploration in Maine 
he entered what is now Plymouth 
harbor, which he named Whitsun Bay. 
He loaded the "Discovery", with sass- 
afras and sent tier buck to England, 
but lie remained himself with others, 
and tlie "Speedwell." Like Gosnold, 
lie did smile planting and also like 
him succeeded in getting grain utiu 
peas and beans to grow, hut in tlie 
end lie also went hack to England. 

There was also Cupt. George Wey- 
mouth, who came out in the "Arch- 
angel” to tlie coast of Maine in 1605. 
Then there was tlie Popham Colony 
on tlie Kennebeck in 1607. 

Hut perhaps of those who came to 
New England before the Pilgrims, 
most credit is due to Capt. John 
Smith, tlie founder of Virignia. In 
1614 he explored the coast of North 
Virginia and gave it tlie name New 
England. He made a map of the 
whole coast, which is of great impor- 
tance and for many years was the 
best map of tlie whole region and was 
extensively used. This map gives the 
coast line with much of the interiot 
from the Penjbscot to Cape- Cod 
with the principal headlands, bays, 
river mouths, islands, Indian villages 
and some of the mountains. 

Later editions of this map gave 
more of the hack country or mainland 
an<l the regions at the head of Massa 
chusetts Bay. On this map we have 
the names New England, Cape Ann. 
Boston, Charlestown, Plymouth, Cape 
Cod. the Charles river and other rivers 
end places with Indian names, after- 
wards so named by tlie King a;. 
Smith's request. 

During this expedition Smith ex- 
plored what is now Boston Harboi. 
lie also in his muf) shows that iie 
entered Quincy and Weymouth Bays 
and his discriptiou of these ngions 
n ude them familiar to the fishermen 
and explorers who came out in after 
years. Traders tame out and were 
located along the shores, fishermen 


also, and ns some of these were 
* stubborne fellows” we are told. They 
were rough and lawless also and this 
caused tlie same terms to be applied 
to later settlers. 

The report brought back by those 
traders, explorers and fishermen caused 
much excitmeiit in England, and the 
companies of business men and others 
became greatly Interested in tin> mat- 
ter of colonization, both as a mnttci 
of settlement and as a business pro- 
ject. The result was tlie obtaining of 
grants and patents of land in the New- 
World from the government and the 
struggle for them led to rivalry be- 
tween the companies and efforts on 
the part of some to get the better 
of the others. This in the end led to 
the settlement of Plymouth, Wey- 
mouth and other places and the 
rivalry caused misapprehension of 
some by those who were in the con- 
test and without considering this we 
cannot form a correct estimate of 
those who settled Weymouth,

made as to how Weymouth shall cele- 
brate its 300th anniversary in 1922, 
but Weymouth lias voted to celebrate 
and it is time' to get busy, as consid- 
erable time wiil he necessary to ar. 
range a program appropriate to such 
an occasion. 

This week the Gazette-Transcript 
begins the publication of weekly ar- 
ticles from the pen of Rev. William 
Hyde, the secretary of the Weymouth 
Historical Society, on the "Early His- 
tory of Weymouth” and these articles 
already show that Weymouth played 
almost as important a part in the 
settlement of New England as did 
Plymouth. The article this week it 
only an introduction and those to fol- 
low will be read with great interest. 

But how shall Weymouth celebrate? 
Some have suggested a pageant, but 
with the remarkable show at Ply- 
mouth fresh in their minds they would 
hesitate to undertake a pageant, be- 
cause Weymouth could not come any- 
where near that at Plymouth. Ply- 
mouth had National and State support 
Which Weymouth could not expect. 
But Cohasset, Marshfield and other 
tiwns have had smaller pageants 
vbicli have been very pretty and 
thich were successful. 

The Gazette-Transcript would sug- 
gst that one of the features of the 
j Veymouth celebration he the dedi- 
dtion of a Memorial Cairn on tlie top 
c‘ Great Hill at North Weymouth, ! 
'filch was near the scene of the 
e.rly settlement of Weymouth. 

Just what stones should he placed i 
b such a cairn could be decided later. | 
Vhether it should be composed mostly j 
o field stones like the Abigail Adams 
cirn on Penns Hill at Quincy, near 
tfe Braintree line or hammered stones 
i lte those in tlie Pilgrim monument j 
I a Provinct'iown. 

Each oragnizatiua in Weymouth 
night he asked to contribute one 
•stine: each church, each lodge, each 
sciety, in fact each family and each 
Usiness house. There should be a j 
stine from Weymouth, England and , 
pssihly from the various historical j 
stieties of .Massachusetts. 

We understand that the Town of * 
Veymouth owns the top of Great Hill, 
vitro some day it is proposed to 
hive a park. At present the top of 
t^- hill is not very accessible, but 
Wore many years the hill will he 
ewered with residences. 

|t has been suggested that a chorus 
h| organized to sing the old songs like 
tlnse which have made the Old 
Sbughton Musical Society famous. 
Perhaps James W. Calderwood might 
hi induced to organize and train such 
chorus. Then it is possible t hat 
Vjnslow M. Tfirell might use his in- 
ti)) nee to secure tlie Shriners’ Band 
hi tlie celebration. 

Tlie Anniversary Committee and the 
Glzette-Transcript would he pleased 
h receive suggestions as to how Wey- 
njiuth should celebrate and what tiny 
tljnk of the erection of a cairn on tlie 
hp of Great Hill or any other point.

THE FAMILY FOOD. 

T AKE one pound of chopped round 
steak, form Into cakes one Inch 
thick. Make a depression In the cen- 
ter of each, remove to a hot dish and 
till Hit* centers with grated onion pulp. 
Pour over and around the meat halls 
the following sauce: Sift one quart of 
tomatoes, cook down until thick, add 
salt to taste, four sweet, green pep- 
pers, steamed and cut into shreds. 
Serve with u border of finely shredded 
cabbage. 

Melon Cream. 

Choose small nutmeg melons that 
are line flavored, after removing the 
seeds take out the pulp and put 
through a sieve. To one quurt of 
whipped cream add one-linlf cupful 
of powdered sugar, a teaspoonful of 
vanilla and one pint of melon pulp. 
Freeze until stilt and serve with a 
canton ginger sauce with some of the 
ginger finely minced sprinkled over 
the cream. A half cupful of orunge or 
pineapple Juice may he udded to the 
above mixture and glace orunges may 
he used for a garnish. 

Banana Cream. 

Scald one pint of milk, add two well- 
beaten eggs, two cupfuls of sugar and, 
when rooked until smooth, one lea- 
spoonful of vanilla. Add one pint of 
cream and partly freeze, then stir la 
one pint of hununu pulp, the Juice of 
two oranges and one-half of a lemon. 
Serve In glasses garnished with ba- 
nana hulls dipped In lemou Juice and 
rolled In powdered sugar. 

Melon Lilies. 

Cut small melons in halves after 
scrubbing them well. Remove the 
setsls and cut them into pointed petals 
ten or a dozen. Arrange on a plate 
and serve a small hall of vunillu Ice 
reeaiii in the center of each. A melon 
leuf <>r a small leaf from a squash or 
pumpkin vine will iuuke uti appropri- 
ate dulley. A si‘,i •*• of canton ginger 
syrup or a dusting with cocoa may be 
used over the cream If desired. 

Frozen Fig Pudding. 

Wash one i*>und of figs uud let soak 
over night, add one cupful of sugar and 
■tanner until the figs a.*e very tender, 


! then cool and cut Into small pieces. 
I’luce one quart of rich milk In a dou- j 
hie holler, add two well-beaten eggs 
and cook until smooth, stirring con- 
stantly, add the Juice and rind of a 
lemon. Cool, add figs and one pint of 
heavy cream and freeze as usual. Use 
one pint of water over the figs and 
! cook until tender In the same water, 
adding the lemou Juice and rind to liie 
figs if desired.

THERESA. 

O NE of the prettiest nf feminine 
names which for some reason has 
always been associated with France 
and yet Is essentially English. Is 
Theresa. It Is one of the many femi- 
nine mimes which come from the har- 
vest and Us original source Is n Greek 
word meaning to reap or gather In a 
crop. 

The first to hear the name was a 
Spanish lady, the wife of a Roman 
nolde called Pnullnus. Both Pnullnus 
and his wife were devotees of St. Je- 
rome. The name Theresa had great 
vogue In Spain and Is finally found as 
Teresa on u throne In Leon In the 
Tenth century. 

The most noted Teresa appears In 
th*j Sixteenth century when . the Ro- 
man Catholic church produced the re- 
tnurkuble. saint of that name through 
tfie Spanish connection of the house 
of Austria ; the princesses of Spuln und 
Germany were frequently christened 
Teresa. 

In Frnnce It become Terrese through 
the queen of Louis XIV and Provence 
called it Terezon. The empress-queen 
added greatly to its fume, her noble 
spirit winning all hearts. 

St. Theresa of course brought It to 


England through the Roman Catholic 
religion, though Its vogue there did not 
begin until after the Reformation. 

England also calls her Terry and 
Tracy ; France makes her Therese. She 
Is Theresa In Portugal and Teresa and 
Teresltu In Spain, Itnly uses Teresa 
und Tereslnu, I 11 Germuny she Is 
Theresia.

FAMOUS TREE NEAR CAPITAL 

Dead Now, It Was Used as a Signal 

Station by Confederate Soldiers 

Under General Early. 

A dead giant of u tree stands In 
the grounds of the United States Gen- 
eral Military hospital nt Washington — 
Walter Reed hospital. The great 
branches of this tree have been sawed 
oft — amputated might be the betler 
word, bearing In mind the place where 
the tree stands — so that only the trunk 
and the butts of the big branches re- 
main. It was a gaunt, dend tree when 
the hospital was established. It was 
u yellow poplar, and died a good many 
years ago from uge and neglect. It 
was stripped of Its bark long ago, and 
its hare wood Is weathered to un ashen 
grny. 

There Is a tablet on the trunk of 
this tree which bears this legend: 
“Used as a signal station by Con- 
federate soldiers under General Early 
during the attack on Washington, July 
11 und 12, 1804. Also occupied by 
sharpshooters." 

When Gen. Jubal Early and his Con- 
federate division won the hnttle of 
Monocaey and came down on Washing- 
ton by marching 20 miles a day, and 
skirmishing a good pnrt of the time, 
he drew up on the uftemoon of July 
11 at some distance from the north 
line of earth forts and rifle trenches 
which bud been constructed all around 
Washington for the protection of the 
city. 

The tree stood In an open field about 
1,000 yards In front of Fort Stevens, 
on the rampnrt of which President 
Lincoln stood during a part of the 
fighting, having driven out to the fort 
from his summer residence In a cot- 
tage at the Soldiers' home, nhout two 
miles nearer the city. The tree grew 
In land lower than the land around it, 
but from among Its brunches men 
could look out over the flat or gently 
rolling fields that stretched away to 
the parapets and ditches of Fort 
Stevena. 

When General Early’s skirmishers 
and the skirmish line which had been 
thrown out from Fort Stevens and 
from ndjacent fortifications were pop- 
ping away at each other, a number of 
Confederates climbed this tree and 
continued firing on the Union skir- 
mishers. 

Not fur away and on one of the 
busy streets of the national capital 
now called Georgia avenue, and then 
the Seventh street pike, there Is a 
cemetery called Battle cemetery. The 
story Is that a number of the men 
whose bones rest there were killed by 
shots fired from this tree, which Is 
preserved In the grounds of Walter 
Reed hospital.

THE EDITORS VISIT CUBA 

(Continued from last week) 

As seen by a Mr. 1. M, Marshall' 
editor of the Manchester, Mass., 
Cricket : 

In the early afternoon autos were 
taken for a long drive out through 
the suburbs and ended at the rave 
Hack of the Cuban-Amerienn Jockey 
Club, at Oriental Park, where tluir 
magnificent clubhouse and all its 
privileges were placed at our disposal. 
This building is a very large affan 
and lilted with all t*he luxuriousness 
of the very best hotels. The spacioi.-* 
verandas are furnished' with Irlchly 
upholstered furniture, the floors being 
of tile and here in full view of tlm 
race track the races may be watched 
with great comfort. Just beyond the 
clubhouse Is the public stand and 
bleachers fUccommodafting thousands 
and under the bleachers the book 
makers have their booths and t 
thriving business was done. Th- 
tiack is one of the finest in the world 
and prdSiibly more money changes 
hands here than at any other similar 
track <in the world. Membership in 
this club is $1000 the year rod dues 
In proportion. 

We f»pent a very interesting aftei 
noon here watching the events rt 
turning to tlie city in time for dinner 
and in the evening were driven to 
another section of the city where we 
were entertained to a new form of 
amusement, being guests of the new 
Fronton, a magnificent building, built 
especially for the playing of .the 
national game, Jai Alai, which may 
not be played outside of Cuba. The 
building is arranged something like 
the Boston Grand Opera House, but 
In place of the stage there is a great 
court for the action of the players the 
game resembling basketball as much 
as anything American yet is vefy dif- 
ferent. 

i The court Is about 200 feet long by 
i 50 in width and the ball used looks 
[ like a golf ball. This is caught on 
( the rebound in a sort of basket that 
i looks like a long gourd hollowed out 
i held to the right wrist by a leather 
thong and Is served by throwing the 
ball against the opposite wall with 
great force which often rebounds 100 
to 150 feet or even more and is 
caught again in the basket with al- 
most unfailing accuracy, the object 
being to send it against the wall at 
such an angle that the opposing side 
could not catch it to return it to the 
front. 

There are two playdrs on each 
' side. White vs Blues and tlie game is 
'quite exciting. The players are very 
skillful and I understand are paid 
S1000 a month. There were at least 
'3000 spectators present, many parties 
occupying boxes in the three galleries 
but the majority occupied the raised 
seats rising from the court, ctdy they 
stood upon them Instead sitting. 

I don’t think there was a man sitting 
among the 2500 or more, ul! being 
tensely interested and engaged in 
placing bets on their favorite team: 
the scene reminded me strongly of the. 

I New Yorki stock exchange. 

As I looked down upon tlm human 
| sea below I noted that every last 
i man of them wore a straw hat and 
they were evidently a prosperous lot 
for there was not more than half a 
I dozen of last year's vintage in the 
j entire lot. 

The next day was Sunday, Easter 
j Sunday; shall I ever forget It? So 
different from the peaceful, reverent 
Easter back in New England; here a 
day of sport anil revelry and liedlan. 
i let loose. At 10 A. M. the tall wai 
set In motion by an entertainment at 
hotel Inglaterra where we were the 
guests- of the El Mundo, the leading 
; Cuban newspaper, our entertainment 
| being in keeping with the customs of 
the country. The orchestra however 
I was very considerate and played many 
American patriotic airs, the playing 
of the Star Spangled Banner being 
! particularly Impressive. 

From here we went to the private 
l, palace of I)r. Alfredo Zayas, o reside tit. 
elect of the Cuban Republic and were 
very graciously received by him. 
According to the custom of the conn- 
try his wife- did not receive with him 
hut met us laie-r in an adjoining room 
where she presided in a < harming 
manner. More refreshments were 
served here. 

The afternoon was spent at Oriental 
park when the closing puces of the 
season were run off before an im- 
mense throng oX people anti betting 
ran high. The great event was the 
running of the Cuban Derby for a 
purse of $15,000 and won by Billy 
Barton owned in Havana, in 1 57.

SUSANNA BIGELOW PORTER 

IN MEMORIUM— FIFTY YEARS 

Weymouth has had many gifted 
daughters in the good old times now 
lci:g gone by, but none more gifted 
and beloved than Susan Porter, or 
as Weymouth called her. “Tudfe.” It 
is 50 years ago this week since Wey- 
mouth folk, young and old. attended 
that funeral to testify to their affec- 
tion and regard. Her death put out 
the joy and brilliancy of her all too 
short span of years, but it came after 
a long and agonizing illness, and was 
a welcome reltuse. 

Susan Porter was the second tlaugh- 
tei of Thomas and Emily Porter, and 
like her eldpr sister (Mrs. Filield) 
had a most winning personality Joined 
with a remarkably alert, clear and 
\\<ll balanced mind. Her special gift 
was her music, which Weymouth 
knew from the time she was four 
years old and “played and sang in tin* 
meeting house.” She had a beautiful 
voice finely cultivated and was well 
know In musical circles In Iioston. 
Slit- was the practical founder of the 
famous Weymouth Club called "The 
Vusicale" and its chief ornament. 
Th>- handsome piece of silver given 
her is still treasured in the family. 

In 1809 at the time of the Peace I 
Jubilee, Susan Porter of Weymouth 
was the most prominent soprano of 
the chorus and at the close Mr. Julius 
Eichberg, the conductor, presented her 
with his baton tied with his signed 
photograph, together with that of the 
great violinist Camilla I’rso, who had 
highly complimented Miss Porter. 
This Interesting relic of a Weymouth 
girl is now In the Library in the 
Ft field Collection. With it is the 
beautifully engrossed Memorial of the 
Musicale, expressing their grief and 
a flection. “Staccato her life; Rente 
her death; Placido the grave. Tills 
is signed by the three officers 'of the 
society. William H. Nash. Susan 71. 
Richards. Louise J. Blanchard, all 
now. after half a century, gone on 
with the friend they mourned, to Join : 
"the choir invisible.”
